RESULTS OF THE EUROPEAN WAR. 


HE unexpected success of the Prussian arms 

against Austria and the minor German States that 
sided with the house of Hapsburg in the recent war, 
at one time promised, or rather seemed to promise, 
the realization of the long deferred hope of a German 
nationality. The separate States, which had for so 
many generations kept the German people apart, 
were to be fused in the white heat of war into one 
grand, mighty, homogeneous empire, without a rival 
in the world for numbers, intelligence, wealth and 
power. The distinctive names of Prussia, Bavaria, 
Hanover, and all the rest, were tofbe sunk in Germany. 
Even the German provinces of the Austrian Empire 
were to forma part of the reorganized nation, the 
Hapsburgs retiring to Hungary, and becoming dis- 
connected forever with the German nationality. 

This brilllant dream has not been realized. The 
actual results of the war, though of the highest im- 
portance, have no such general scope. Austria has 
been humiliated by the decisive defeat at Koniggritz 
and the exposure of her military deficiencies, and 
weakened by the loss of Venetia ; while Prussia has 
suddenly leaped into the front rank as a military 
power, and has acquired enormous strength by the 
annexation of the Elbe Duchies, Hanover, Hesse, 
Nassau, and a portion of the northern territory of 
Bavaria. The result of the war, so far as Germany 
is concerned, may, therefore, be stated broadly as the 
aggrandizement of Prussia at the expense of Austria 
and the minor States of Germany. Germany is not 
yet united. Austria still holds her German posses- 
sions, and will continue to do so; while South Ger- 
many, split up into a dozen petty States, will enjoy a 
precarious independence by the side of their mighty 
and ambitious neighbor on the north. 

The proceedings of the Peace Congress which has 
been sitting at Prague have not yet been given to the 
public; but is it semi-officially reported that the terms 
of the treaty of peace which has been concluded be- 
tween Prussia and Italy with Austria and her German 
allies are substantially identical with those of the pre- 
liminaries of peace signed at Nikolsburg on the 26th 
of July. In these preliminaries it was stipulated that, 
with the exception of the Lombardo-Venetian king- 
dom, the territory of the Austrian Empire was to re- 
main intact. This, of course, precludes the idea of 
the cession of Austria’s German provinces. But, 
With respect to the old Confederation, the Emperor 
of Austria agreed to recognize its dissolution, and 
gave his consent to a new organization from which 
Austria should be excluded. He also promised to 
Tecognize the new kingdom which was to be founded 
by the King of Prussia to the north of the Main, 
and all the rights which the peace of Vienna of 1864 
had conceded to him in the Duchies of Schleswig- 

in. And here the Emperor made a singular 
reservation, He insisted upon the right of the peo- 
ple of the northern districts of Schleswig to be again 
united to Denmark, if they should express such a de- 
sire Saran free ballot. Nor did the Emperor forget 

Saxony, his unfortunate ally, whose army had fought 
bravely, though ineffectually, in his cause; and it was 








expressly deukiel that in the territorial modifica- 
tions introduced by Prussia, that little kingdom 
should suffer no diminution. On the other hand, the 
King of Prussia reserved to himself the right to regu- 
late in detail, by special treaty of peace with the King 
of Saxony, the questions relative to the share of that 
kingdom in the expenses of the war, and her future 
position in the Confederation of the North of Ger- 
many. It is understood that Prussia will insist upon 
the command of the army of Saxony, leaving civil 
affairs under the exclusive control of the Government. 
With regard to Italy, the preliminary articles recog- 
nize the cession of Venetia to VictoR EMANUEL, 
and bind that monarch to the peace based upon these 
terms. 


The advantages gained by Prussia in the re-ar- 
rangement of Germany cannot be too highly esti- 
mated. They have raised her at once from the 
position of a second-rate to that of a first-rate power 
in Europe. Composed before the war of detached 
provinces, straggling irregularly over the map of 
Germany, she emerges from the struggle with an en- 
larged and compact territorial area, with a river 
boundary on the south and west, and the long coveted 
sea-ports on her northwestern coast. She will now 
become a naval as well as a military Power, and the 
same sagacity which armed her troops with a weapon 
discarded by other Powers, will send her flag abroad 
upon iron-clads of the best and most formidable con- 
struction. She enters upon a new career; as the rival 
of France and England upon the seas, where we shall 
probably see a renewal of the old struggle for su- 
premacy. 


The boundaries of the new Kingdom of Prussia 
have not yet been officially declared ; but her territo- 
rial acquisitions include the respectable Kingdom of 
Hanover, with an area of over fourteen thousand 
square miles, and a population of nearly two millions, 
the Electorate of Hesse-Cassel, the Duchy of Nassau, 
the Grand Duchy of Oldenburg, the Landgraviate of 
Hesse-Homburg, the Duchies of Schleswig and Hol- 
stein, with Frankfort, Bremen and Hamburg, several 
diminutive Principalities, and the strip of Bava- 
rian territory lying to the north of the Main—in 
all, about forty-two thousand square miles of terri- 
tory, and over seven millions of inhabitants. 
As thus constituted, the new Kingdom will have 
the advantage of a compact territory and homogene- 
ous populations. The people who come under the 
sway of King WILLIAM are all Germans, who have no 
hatreds to cherish, no revenges to nurse, no‘iankling 
sense of independence crushed to rouse them into re- 
volt. Their rulers—not they—have been conquered ; 
and if there should be any feeling of disappointment 
at the results of Prussian annexation, it will be con- 
fined to the petty rulers who have been dispossessed, 
and to the people of those States that have not been 
included in Count von BisMARK’s schedule. There 
is every reason to believe that this feeling is universal. 
The people of Leipsic, at a large public meeting, 
have demanded the incorporation of Saxony with 
Prussia. Bavarian organs of public opinion intimate 
the same tendency among the people of that King- 
dom. Even in Vienna there is a strong feeling 
against being excluded from Germany. A Hanoverian 
deputation has waited upon the King of Prussia, 
soliciting the speedy annexation of Hanover. It is 
not in a statesman like Bismark to listen coldl} to 
such entreaties ; yet it is not probable that Prussia 
will seek at present to extend her annexations. The 
sagacious statesman who has humbled Austria, can be 








ae as iia as audacious. He knows as well how 
to bide his time as to take advantage of the auspicious 
opportunity. He will for the present heed the gentle 
hint given by NAPOLEON, that the States south of the 
Main had better not be meddled with. Hence, we 
find that in the royal message, with regard to the 
annexation of Hanover, Electoral Hesse, Nassau and 
Frankfort, which was laid before the Prussian Cham- 
ber of Deputies, on the 17th of August, Count 
von BISMARK expressly disclaims territorial acquisi- 
tiveness. ‘‘ Prussia,’’ he says, ‘did not embark in 
‘‘ war with the intention of acquiring territory. The 
** hostile attitude of these States has required that their 
‘independence should cease. It is hoped that, in the 
‘course of time, the inhabitants of the annexed 
‘countries will be thoroughly satisfied with their 
‘‘incorporation.’’ Unquestionably, this hope will ke 
gratified, if BisMARK’s policy should be wisely liberal 
and conciliatory ; for next to a grand Empire, em- 
bracing the whole of the German population of Eu- 
rope, Germans will take pride in a powerful Kingdom 
which shall stand before the world as the representa- 
tive of their nationality. And with this sentiment is 
allied the hope that time will bring about the greater 
Union. 

Outside of Germany, the growth of Prussia has 
excited a not unnatural jealousy. The readers of the 
JOURNAL have been already apprised of the reported 
demand of the French Emperor for a rectification of 
frontiers, and with the refusal of Prussia to comply 
with this demand. The full history of this affair has 
not yet come to light; and it is not known in what 
precise form the request was made,*or what was the 
exact nature of the Prussian reply. It is semi-offi- 
cially denied that a demand for au increase of territory 
was made by the Emperor. *‘ To believe,’’ says theCon- 
stitutionnel, ‘‘ that it has been alreadyput forward and 
‘* rejected, is to ignore the ordinary character of diplo- 
‘* matic proceeding, as well as to overlook the friendly 
‘* relations which exist between the two Powers, and 
‘* also to forget that the real interest of France 7s not 
“* to obtain some insignificant increase of territory, but 
‘*to aid Germany in constituting herself in the man- 
‘‘ ner most favorable to her own interests and to those 
‘‘of France.’’ Notwithstanding these amiable ex- 
pressions of disinterestedness, there is considerable 
bitterness in the tone of the French journals toward 
Prussia. They appear to regard her aggrandizement 
as a sort of menace or insult, as if her elevation ‘were 
the signal for the depreciation of France. 


The Russian Government, on the contrary,’ views 
the reorganization of Germany in a favorable light. 
The Czar has addressed an autograph letter to King 
WILLIAM, testifying to the cordial relations between 
the two States, and expressing entire acquiescence in 
the new condition of affairs. 

It thus appears that Count von BismaRK is to be 
allowed to have his own way in Germany; and suc- 
cess or failure will depend entirely upon himself. In 
the moment of triumph he is all powerful, through 
the King, and the people blindly follow him and ap- 
plaud his policy, as if it were not a few weeks only 
since he was the worst hated man in all Germany. 
Popular attachment to the royal family whose mem- 
bers have exhibited such genius and valor in the 
recent war, gives the minister an additional hold upon 
the nation. But ifeis a precarious hold, and one that 
may be shaken by a single false move. It was 
extremely impolitic for the King in his address on 
opening the Prussian Legislature to threaten the 
members with his displeasure in case ” ad ventured 
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to oppose his will, as they did during the last session ; 
and we shall watch with interest to see whether Bis- 
MARK ‘vill permit his Majesty to pursue a policy so 
dangexous to his present popularity. 

As to Italy and Austria, no authentic information 
has been made public with regard to the new boun- 
dary line between the two countries. The Austrian 
official Gazette claims that Austria, in order to pro- 
tect the Tyrol, must demand the continued possession 
of Wormserjack, the Tonale Pass, Rocca, Danfa, a 
portion of Climsa, together with Prunalora and Ensgo, 
the Chal, up to the valley of Del Signori, and to the 
right from Asticonfera to San Pietro. As we shall 
have official details in a few days at furthest, it were 
useless to speculate upon vague hints and_ the sur- 
mises of correspondents. But the acquisition of 
Venetia is to Italy as important in a moral and poli- 
tical as in a territorial point of view. It removes a 
source of dangerous political agitation, while it re- 
lieves her of a perpetual menace. With the excep- 
tion of the diminished States of the Church, the 
Kingdom now includes the whole of Italy, although 
a few provinces whose inhabitants are of Italian 
origin are still and probably will be held by Austria. 

It must be confessed that these territorial changes, 
if not as complete as they might have been, are, on 
the whole, just and beneficial. The enlargement of 
Prussia by the incorporation of numerous petty States 
cannot but result in good for Germany, while nearly 
the whole of Italy has been liberated from the foreign 
domination which has so long weighed upon her 
energies. 


THE ARMY. 


Tux Editor would be pleased to receive for this Department of the 
Jovana all facts in relation to regiments, or d ments of regi- 
ments, and all items of Army information of general interest. 

Tue following dispositions have been made in the Dis- 
trict of New Mexico, by order of Brevet Brigadier-Gencral 
James H.Carteton. The Fifth U. 8. infantry, now in 
that district, will be posted as follows: At Fort Sumner, 
N. M.,Brevet Major-General Groner Syxzs, U.S. A., Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel, commanding the regiment, with the com- 
missioned and non-commissioned staff, the band, and com- 
panies A,D,G and H; at Fort Union, N. M., Brevet 
Colonel Exisua G. Mansuatt, Major Fifth U. S. infantry, 
with Companies I and F'; at Albuquerque, N. M., Brevet 
Major Davin H. Brornerton, with Company K ; at Fort 
Wingate, N. M., Captain Epmunp Butter, with Company 
C; at Fort Bayard, near Pinos Altos, N. M., Brevet 
Lieutenant-Colonel Auten L. AnpERson, with Companies 
B and E. The recruits now at Fort Union, N. M., des- 
tined for companies A, D, G, and H, will go to Fort Sum- 
ner, with the headquarters of the regiment. Company E 
will proceed to Fort Bayard, via Stanton and Fort Selden, 
N. M., starting from Fort Sumner immediately upon being 
filled up with recruits. Company I will proceed to Fort 
Union, N. M., starting from Fort Sumner as soon as Com- 
pany G shall arrive at the latter post. Captain and Bre- 
vet Lieutenant Henry C. Banxueap, with his quota of re- 
cruits, will remain at Fort Union, and await the arrival of 
his company. Company C and the recruits for companies 
B and K, will proceed as faras Albuquerque, N. M., under 
the command of Brevet Major Brotuzrton. Company C, 
under the command of some efficer whom Major BrotusEr- 
TON will designate, will then proceed to Fort Wingate ; and 
Company B will proceed, via Fort Selden, to Fort Bayard. 
Company G, Captain Samvet Ovensutng, now en route to 
Albuquerque, N. M., from Fort Bliss, Texas, will proceed 








without delay direct from Albuquerque, N. M., via Tijeras’ 


Cajion and Anton Chico, to Fort Sumner. The Chief 
Quartermaster will give directions with reference to the 
transportation necessary to carry into practical effect all 
the movements of troops to be made under this order. One 
hundred rounds of ammunition per man, for the companies 
to be posted at Fort Sumner and Albuquerque; and one 
hundred and fifty rounds per man for all troops to be 
stationed by this order at Fort Wingate and Fort Bayard, 
will at once be drawn from the Ordnance Depot, near Fort 
Union, and be taken along with the companies going to 
these several stations. 


Heapevarters Non-Commissioned Staff and Band. 
Companies A, D and E, Seventh U. S. infantry, left Tal- 
lahassee, Fla., on the 28th ult., and have taken station 
at St. Augustine, Fla. 

Wasuineton despatches to the dailies say that the 
Secretary of War has issued an order to the Paymaster 
General, directing him to stop ail payment of bounties to 
colored soldiers, and to turn over all claims appertaining 
to the bounties to the Second Auditor for settlement. 
Under the act of Congress, approved June 26, 1866, the 
Secretary of War was directed to provide for the payment 





of these bounties. Tt is only two weeks ago that Pay- 
master General Brice commenced paying the bounties to 
the colored soldiers. 


Captain Monrtcomery Bryant, Sixth U. S. infantry, 
was afraigned before a Court presided over by Brevet 
Brigadier-General W. W. Burns, Commissary of Subsist- 
ence, on the charge of “conduct unbecoming an officer 
and a gentleman,” and found “not guilty, but guilty of 
unofficerlike conduct, to the prejudice of good order and 
military discipline.” ‘The sentence was, to be deprived of 
his sword for one month, and reprimanded by the com- 
manding General. The sentence adds: ‘The Court is 
thus lenient in consideration of the aggravating circum- 
stances, the tendency of which was to provoke the accused 
into the perpetration of the offence; and in consideration of 
Captain Bryant's previous proven loyalty on fields of 
battle.” The offence was, that in a company assembled at 
Captain Bryant's invitation, toasts were proposed and 
drank to A. Sypnry Jonnsoy, Joserx E. Jounstoy> 
Grorce B. McCnennan, ANDREW JonNnson, and Jer- 
rerson Davis.” The first objectionable toast was to Jer- 
rerson Davis, which was objected to by Lieutenant Brirt- 
ron, one of the guests, who struck down the glasses of all 
the party except one. Major-General Sickirs comments 
on the sentence as follows : 

It is not easy to discover the meaning of “ unofficerlike 
conduct,” if it be not “ conduct unbecoming an officer,” 
and however described, whether as unofficeriike or unbe- 
coming an officer, the behavior of the accused was dis- 
graceful to his rank and command in the service of the 
United States. ‘The change of phraseology in the words 
of the charge as modified by the Court, was not required by 
any lack of testimony to establish the original charge; 
nevertheless the Court were thereby relieved from the ne- 
cessity of pronouncing the proper sentence of dismissal 
from the service, prescribed by the 83d Article of War, for 
“conduct unbecoming an officer anda gentleman.” The 
charge as modified by the Court brought the case within 
the terms of the 99th Article of War, which leaves to the 
discretion of the Court the sentence to be imposed. The 
Court suggests as a reason for its leniency the “‘ aggravat- 
ing circumstances, the tendency of which was to provoke 
the accused into the perpetration of the offence.” ‘These 
circumstances of aggravation are not stated. It does not 
appeay that Captain Bryant found anything aggravat- 
ing in the conduct of Harry, who proposed that 
Captain Bryant, Sixth U. 8. infantry, commanding 
a military post in South Carolina, and the other guests, 
all of whom were in the service, should join in honors 
to the leading charactor in a rebellion which had brought 
unmeasured woe upon the land. ‘The Court seem to be of 
the opinion that the rebuke a‘:ministered by Lieutenant 
Brirroy to the insolence of Hartey was too much for 
the discretion of Captain Bryant, who, having failed him- 
self to notice Harry's conduct, was provoked to drink 
the health of Jerrerson Davis, a prisoner awaiting trial 
for treason and for sanctioning the most infamous cruelties 
to our troops while prisoners of war—because Lieutenant 
Britton violently objected tothe shameful proceeding, and 
rudely interrupted the ceremony. The Court suggests an- 
other and better ground for lenity, in Captain Bryant's 
previous proven loyalty on fields of battle. Unfortunately, 
the record in this case affords no evidence of the military 
services of the accused, while it does present abundant 
testimony to show that in the affair in question he failed to 
appreciate the requirements of his rank and command. In 
view of the probability that the disreputable scene dis. 
closed by the a occurred while the party were 
more or less intoxicated, it is at once an occasion of sur- 
prise and regret that the defence read to the Court by the 
accused and appended to this record, does not contain a 


fence. The findings and sentence of the Court are disap- 
proved. In transmitting this record, the Major-General 
Commanding respectfully requests that it be submited to 
the Prestpent of the United States, with the recommen- 
dation of the Major-General Commanding, that Captain 
Montcomery Bryant, Sixth U. 8. infantry, be dismissed 
the service of the United States. 

The record in this case, as above endorsed, having been 
submitted to the Prestpent, the following is his order 
thereupon: The Presrpent “is of opinion that the con- 
flict of testimony is such as does not warrant the over- 
ruling of the findings of the Court, and the summary dis- 
missal of Captain Bryant from the United States service. 
But he is also of the opinion that the conduct of Captain 
Bryant in the matter alleged was so reprehensive as to 
require the full enforcement of the sentence pronounced 
against him by the Court. The Prestpent therefore di- 
rects that the sentence pronounced against Monrcomery 
Bryant, Captain Sixth U. S. infantry, be carried into ef- 
fect by the Major-General Commanding the Department, 
to wit: that the said Captain Montcomery Bryant, Sixth 
U. 8. infantry, “‘ be deprived of his sword for one month, 
and be reprimanded by the Commanding General.” 


Brevet Major General P. S81. G. Cooxs, in assuming 
command of the Department of the Platte, has ordered the 
following dispositions:—The two companies Sixth U. 8.

In General Orders No. 27, Headquarters Department of 
Texas, August 11, 1866, Major-General Wricut announces 
to his command the sudden death of Major P. W. L. 
Pixmrton, Brevet Lieutenant-Colonel U. 8. Army, com- 
manding First battalion Seventeenth U.S. infantry, which 
took place at an early hour that morning. Colonel Piywp- 
TON graduated at West Point in 1847, and soon after joined 
his regiment, the Seventh infantry, then commanded by 
his father, at the City of Mexico. After the Mexican war, 
he served with his regiment in the Indian Territory, and 
commanded a battalion of it at the battle of Val Verde, 
New Mexico. For gallant conduct in this engagement he 
received the brevet of Lieutenant-Colonel U. 8. Army. 
He was premoted Major of the Seventeenth U. S. infantry 
in 1863, since which time he bas served with his regiment. 
His funeral took place at 6 o'clock the sameevening. The 
escort consisted of companies E and F of the First bat- 
talion, and companies A and C of the Third battalion, un- 
der the command of Brevet Lieutenant-Colonel E. C. Ma- 
son, U.S. Army, who made all the necessary arrange- 
ments for the funeral. Officers of the First battalion, Sey- 
enteenth U. 8S. infantry, will wear the usy | badge of 
mourning for thirty days. © 

INrorRMATION has been received at Headquarters Depart- 
ment of Mississippi that in settling up the Fall payments 
with the Freedmen, the planters have failed to perform their 
agreoments, and were discharging men without paying 
them in full, and in the face of Winter were sending away 
employés engaged for a full year. A general order jus 
issued by Major-General T. J. Woop, says: “The ma- 
jority of the cases in which this outrage is being commit- 
ted is where the freed people have been employed to work 
on shares or for a stipulated part of the crop; where the 
freed people have been employed to work for a part of the 
crop, to discharge them from service and drive them from 
their homes on the plantations, is simply robbery. The 
commission of such outrages on the rights of the freed 
people will not be permitted in this department, and in 
such portions of the State as it may be reported to occur in, 
a military force will be stationed to prevent it.” 


Tue following has been issued by order of the Secretary 
of War, trom the Adjutant-General’s Office, Washington, 
ca‘itled General Orders No. 67: 


The following project for foot artillery instruction at 
posts where not less than one company of artillery is pres- 
ent is adopted, and will at once be carried into effect : 

I. The instruction shall be under the direction of the 
captains or commanding officers of batteries, and super- 
vised by the colonel of each artillery regiment. "When 
proper means are at hand, the practical instruction of the 
toot batteries shall include the manual and mechanical 
manceuvres of the pieces and experimental firing with 
each. 

II. The theoretical instruction of officers and non-com- 
missioned officers shall include either oral instruction or 
ordinary recitations at least twice a week from October lt 
to June Ist, from the following works: 

1. Parts I and II, Instruction Field Artillery. 

2. Heavy Artillery Tactics.

1II.gEach company of artillery, serving by itself ata 
post with fixed batteries, will be allowed, for annual prat- 
tice, fifty cartridges, with twelve shot for sea-coast gums 
and twenty shot for calibres below “ 100-pounders.”’ Whe 
more than one company is serving at the same post, in ad- 
dition to the allowance of a single company, there will 
allowed twenty-five cartridges, with six shot for sea-coast 
guns and ten shot for calibres below “ 100-pounders” for 
each additional company—the whole number of shot to be 
equally divided among the artillery companies at the post; 
the practice to be eyually divided in the months of Jum 
and September. 

The commanding officer at each post, where there at? 
fixed batteries bearing upon a channel, will call on the 
Engineer Department for accurate charts, showing thé 
soundings to the extent of the range of the guns, W 
charts will be kept at the post with the “Post Book of 


i Record.” 
1V. Colonels of artillery regiments will require quart 
ly reports of— 


1. Means of instruction at the post. 
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2. and kind of instruction given. 

3. Numbers and dates of drills, exercises and recitations. 
Records of recitation will be kept, which, together with 
the reports of battery commanders, will make known to 
the colonels the proficiency of officers and non-commis- 
sioned officers of the regiments. 

The colonels will forward abstracts of these reports di- 
rect to the Headquarters of the Army. 

V. The following extracts from General Orders No. 10, 
of May 9, 1859, continue in force: 

A battery serving with other troops will furnish its own 
park and stable guards, police, etc.; and both officers and 
men will generally be exempt from other details of a simi- 
lar character in garrison, camp, or on the march. 

Soldiers serving with field batteries will not be detailed 
for extra duty in the staff departments, nor for other pur- 
poses which would interfere with battery duties, if it can 
be avoided. 

As far as the exigencies of the service will permit, all 
details from the light artillery for armed service shall con- 
form to the natural elements of the arm, as single gun, sec- 
tions, half batteries and batteries. 

VI. The senior officer of artillery serving at a post will 
have supervision of the artillery instruction at the post, 
and under the commander of the post, general direction of 
the artillery of the command. 


QUARTERMASTER-GENERAL Meics has published, by 
authority of the Secretary of War, the names of soldiers 
who died in defence of the American Union, interred in 
the National cemeteries at Fortress Monroe and Hampton, 
Va. It is the intention of the officers on duty at the fort 
to erect a monument to the memory of the deceased. The 
Quartermaster-General hus also published the “ Roll of 
Honor” of names of those whose remains are interred in 
the Eastern District of Texas, Central District of Texas, 
Rio Grande District, Department of Texas, Camp Ford, 
Tyler, Texas, and Corpus Christi, Texas. Scattered as 
these places are over a large extent of territory, it was not 
considered advisable to disinter the remains and remove 
them to a central cemetery.

THE SOUTHERN PEOPLE. 

: REPORT OF GENERAL GORDON GRANGER: 

To His Excellency Andrew Johnson, President of the United States: 

Srr :—In obedience to instructions, dated May 9, 1866, 
directing me, while carrying out a specific mission, “to 
examine carefully into the disposition of the people of the 
Southern States through which I might pass, toward the 
Government of the United States,” I have the honor to 
report : 

That in ail the States I visited I found no sign or 
symptom of organized disloyalty to the General Govern- 
ment. I found the people taking our currency, and glad 
to get it; anxious for Northern capital and Northern labor 
to develop the resources of their wasted courtry, and well 
disposed toward every Northern man who came among 
them with that object in view. 

In some localities I heard rumors of secret organizations, 
pointing to a renewal of the Rebellion. On investigating 
these secr~t societies I could discover in them nothing more 
than charitable institutions, having for their principal 
object the relief of the widows and orphans of Confederate 
soldiers who had fallen in the war. 

During the whole of my travels I found it to be as safe 
and as convenient to mingle with the people of the South, 
freely discussing any and every topic that came up, as in 
any other section of the United States. I was often among 
them unknown, and the tenor of their acts and conversation 
was then the same as when my name and official position 
were thoroughly understood. 

The people of the South may be divided into two classes. 
There is the industrious class, laboring earnestly to build 
up what has been broken down, striving to restore pros- 
perity to the country, and interested mainly in the great 
question of providing food and clothing for themselves and 
tamilies. ‘These form the great majority of the people. 
Then there is another class, an utterly irresponsible class, 
composed mainly of young men who were the “ bucks” of 
Southern society before the war, and chiefly spent their 
time in lounging round the court-rooms and bars, in 
chicken fighting and gambling. These have been greatly 
broken up by the war; many of them have been killed; 
but those who remain are still disturbing elements in the 
community, and are doing much mischief. It is this class 
of men, and a number of the poor whites, who have formed 
gangs for horse-stealing. It is they who in some instances 
have made attacks on officers of the Freedmen’s Bureau, 
and have ill-treated the freedmen. It is they who afford 
the main pretext for saying that there is among the people 
of the South a feeling of hostility toward the United 
States Government. But they are not the representatives 
of the Southern people. They form but an insignificant 
minority in the community, and even they are actuated 
not so much by a feeling of opposition to the Government 
as by a reluctance to earn their own livelihood by honest 
labor and individual exertion. 

That cases of authentic outrage have occurred in the 
South is patent to every one familiar with the current news 
of the day. But these cases are few and far between, and 
it is both unjust and ungenerous to charge the responsibility 
for such acts of lawlessness upon the whole Southern 
people. For some malicious purpose, accounts of these 
isolated disorders have been collected and grouped together 
and sown broadcast over the North, so as to give to the 
public mind an utterly erroneous impression as to the con- 
dition of Southern society. The fact is, that wherever 
disaffection and turbulence have manifested themselves out- 
side the class to whom I have above alluded, there has 
been some local or specific cause to account for it. Law- 
lessness, like an epidemic, has extended over particular 
belts of the country, and, like an epidemic, is equally trace- 
able to some initiatory cause. Chief among these causes 
must be named bad government, pillage and oppresion. 

For five years the Southern people have been the subjects 
of gros* misrule. During the war their Government was 
a military despotism, dependent solely on the dictum of 
an individual. Since the war they have been left more or 
less in a chaotic state—their Government semi-civil, semi- 
military, or rather a division of rule between the military, 
the Freedmen’s Bureau and the Provisional Governments. 
What might have been the result of a different policy it is 
not altogether idle to speculate. Every military man who 
served in the South during the war will agree that the 
heart of the great mass of the people was not thoroughly 
in the struggle. The number of desertions from the Rebel 
armies abundantly establishes this fact. Had a policy of 
wise and statesmanlike conciliation been followed out im- 
mediately after the close of the war, it is more than prob- 
able that the condition and disposition of the people would 
now be iur better than they are. But on the subjugation 
of the South the national authority in the lately rebellious 
States was divided and broken up into opposing factions, 
whose action greatly hindered the reéstablishment of civil 
law and good order so much needed among a people 
demoralized by the most demoralizing of all agencies—civil 
war. The country was flooded with Treasury agents 
who, with their accomplices and imitators, fleeced the 
people right and left, returning into the United 
States Treasury for all the enormous amount of property 
they seized and confiscated barely enough to pay the cost 
of confiscation. Agents of the Freedmen’s Bureau stepped 
between the planter and the laborer, stirring up strife, 
perpetuating antagonism, and often adding their quota of 
extortion and oppression. On every hand the people saw 
themselves robbed and wronged by agents and self- 
appointed agents professing to act under the sanction of 
the United States Governmient. Need it be wondered at 
that among a community thus dealt with, powerless to 
resist and too weak and prostrated for successful com- 
plaint, some bitterness and ill-feeling should arise? None 
but a brave and well-meaning people could have endured 
unresistingly all that the South has undergone. 

In prosecuting this inquiry, I hardly deemed it fair to 
ask more than what had been the actions of the people of 
the South toward the General Government. With their 
private opinions, their sympathies and their prejudices I 
had nothing todo. Yet for a more thorough understand- 
ing of the question I made it a part of my mission to in- 
vestigate even these. I found they had universally complied 
with the conditions granted and accepted at the final sur- 
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render of their armies and cause. I found that they were 
carrying out with good faith and alacrity the requirements 


of the itutional Amendment a’ Slavery, ani 
that in all the States t Mississippi and Texas, the fu- 


mous Civil Rights Bill had been anticipated by the action 
of the State Legislatures previous to its by Con- 
gress. Further than this, I found that in the repudiation 
of every dollar known as the Confederate debt, the same 
prompt action had been taken by the State authorities, and ° 
had been universally indorsed by the people; and I neither 
saw nor heard any disposition, or anything that pointed 
toward a disposition to repudiate the National debt, or to 
revive the institution of slavery. ; 

But while the Southern people are thus loyal, and have 
fulfilled all the requirements asked of them by the Federal 
Government, it is impossible to disguise the fact, and the 
better class of citizens do not attempt to disguise it, that 
there is among them a deep feeling and a strong apprehen- 
sion as to the cause of their long-continued exclusion from 
Congress. They believe that it is part of a set plan for 
perpeiuating the existence of the political party now in the 
ascendant, and that the question of suffrage, readjustment. 
of representation and taxation are but excuses for still 
longer delay. Thus regardless of the great interests, not 
only of the suffering South, but of the whole country, 
burdened with debt and laboring under severe embarrass- 
ment, I found the prevailing opinion among the most intel- 
ligent citizens, as well as among those most anxious for an 
early restoration of the Union, to be that, if representa- 
tion and an equal and just codperation in the administra- 
tion of Federal affairs were much longer withheld from the 
Southern States, a feeling of indifference would spring up 
toward taking any part in filling Federal offices, and mo:e 
particularly toward refilling their seats in Con; that 
the people, in fact, would stay away from the polls, and al- 
low the elections to go by default, to the great detriment of 
the country at large. This feeling of indifference indeed 
is already manifesting itself, and is rapidly increasing, so 
much so that were it not for a few persons in each South- 
ern State who have found it necessary for their existence to 
live upon and hold office, and whose haunts and occupa- 
tions have hitherto been at the Federal capital, I do not 
believe that any clamor for representation would be heard. 

What is needed to restore harmony.and prosperity to the 
entire country, both North and South, is closer and better 
acquaintance with each other. I have been astonished to 
notice how little people, even whose social relations are all 
Southern, know of the true state of feeling in that section 
of the country. We need greater political, social and 
commercial freedom, more frequent intercourse, and a 
kinder appreciation of each other’s peculiarities. The ad- 
vantages to the country in its present financial stress of a 
reunion of heart and sentiment would be beyond enumera- 
tion. The broad lands of the fertile South are now lying 
almost in waste for want of means and capital to cultivate 
them, when every acre of the beneficent soil might be a 
gold mine to its possessor were the political relations of the 
people better understood and acted upon.

DEFICIENCIES OF THE BRITISH NAVY. 
{From the London Times, Aug. 13.] 


Tue First Lord of the Admiralty—the Minister charged 
with the management of our navy—hae lately acknowledged 
that we have no sufficient reserves, and that our resources, 
indeed, in this respect are scarcely adequate to the ordinary 
reliefs due to vessels on foreign service. ‘This disposes of whet 
may be called the second line of our defences, but even if we 
look at the first liae, our satisfaction will be by no means 
complete. We have certainly a fine in of iron-clads, 
but so had even Italy, the youngest of European kingdome, 
and her fleet was actually beaten by the fleet of « nation 
scarcely ranked asa maritime Power. Numerically, isi- 
stead of being as strong as all the world together, we are 
not even in the first place, and alliances might east.» 41! 
even eventually be formed by which all our <flective 
fleet could be out-numbered to-morrrow. The poaitioa we 
have always vindicated for ourselves has been occupied by 
the Americans. They really have, or believe they have, + 
navy superior to all the navies of Europe, and their pre- 
sumptions are not without plausible grounds. Tru», they 
have not attained this positition without commensurate ex- 
penditure, but for this they have, at any rate, an equivalent 
return. ‘Their iron-clad flect alone numbers some 75 ves- 
sels of various rates, and they have upward of 500 fighting 
ships beside. The Miantonomoh, which her commander 
was ready to match against our whole channel fleet, repre- 
sents only a single ship of four guns and 1,500 tons in an 
array of three score such vessels. 

We are quite willing to believe that in an hour of actual 
trial our iron-clads would prove more formidable than is 
supposed, and that the national aptitudes of our seamen 
would still count for much in any naval contest. We can 
imagine, too, that a few of our best wooden ships might be 
found still serviceable, for an old three-decker did good 
work against iron-clads at Lissa, and the Americans are by 
no means neglecting their unarmored marine. But all the 
assurance we can derive from these reflections falls very far - 
short of satisfaction. It is not enough to say that we may 
be somewhat stronger than we seem, when we ought, be- 
yond all question, to be so very much stronger than 
we are. What we are now considering is not our strength 
itself but our strength as proportioned to our expenditure. 
France and Italy together do not spend so much on their 
navy aswedo. Austria, which has just won a considerable 
naval battle, spent scarcely a tenth as much. In fact, as 
regards our outlay, we have actually assumed very much 
such an obligation as that with which Mr. Samupa would 
saddle us—the obligation of being superior to ell other na- 
tions together. It is only when we look at the results ob- 
tained that our pretensions appear so moderate. No coun- 
try except America approaches us in expenditure, and the 
expenditure of the Americans is not so much in excess of 
ours as it a. Sk ean atime, but fora very 
short time only. ing six years together, 
Americans have only spent about £86,000,000 on their navy. 
We, during the same period, have spent between £60,000,- 
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000 and £70,000,000, and have nothing like so much to 
* show for it. ‘AD 
The fact is, we havea Navy, a isasham. We have 


List tells us that we have nearly 600 men-of-war ; the First 
Lord of the Admiralty te'ls us that nine-tenths of these 
are dummies. 

This is where wo have lost ground. If naval battles 
were to be decided_in future, as in times past, by line-of- 
battle ships and frigates of the ancient pattern, we should 
do well enough, for we could send to sea three splendid 
fleets of these pictsesque fabrics. But everybody knows 
that for decisive actions such vi are useless, and, in- 

according to Sir Joun Pakineton’s account, they 
seem to be almost equally unfit even for the rotine duties 
of crusiers. In the meantime all other maritime nations, 
whether great or small, having no squadrons in ordinary 
to keep up, have simply started from a new point of depart- 
ure, and by building no ships except ships fit for service 
have made close approaches to our own strength at a mere 
fraction of the cost. We have done just the contrary, for 
we have not built new ships with any confidence or activi- 
ty, and we have maintained our superseded fleets at a great 
expense all the while. “ Repairs” on one side and “experi- 
ments” on the other are the things which have brought us 
to this pass. We spent vast sums in patching up useless 
ships, and vast sums again in searching for perfection ina 
new model. That perfection we have never discovered, nor 
has any other nation discovered it; but other nations have 
been contented with something short of the ideal, and so 
have got navies proportioned to their charges. The “‘ ob- 
jections”’ all against turret-ships are exactly analogous 
to the objections alleged against the needle-gun. ‘They 
were sound and sustainable in both cases, we have no doubt, 
but the ——— omitted to consider the recommendations 


on the other side, and to strike a balance. Two govern-' 


ments were more prudent. The Americans took the turret 
principle for better or for worse, and the Prussians took the 
needle-gun on similar terms. The result has been a most 
formidable Navy in one case and an irresistible Army in 
the other, while we are left to apply the lesson in discredit- 
able haste, after a profitless expenditure of money which 
might have brought us all that we could now desire. 








THE PRUSSIAN ARMY. 
{Correspondence of the London Times.) 


Arter Prussia had regained her position as a great 
Power, it was necessary that she should have an army of a 
similar to the armies of other great Powers, and 
therefore with a muster-roll of about half a million of men. 
At this time the other great Powers kept the greater part of 
their soldiery in peace, as in war, in the ranks, and only al- 
lowed a few trained veterans, who together amounted to 
about one-fourth of the total strength of the army, to be 
absent on furlough. But Prussia was then the smail- 
est of the great Powers, and had neither such a large popu- 
lation nor revenue as theothers. ‘Thus she had in the first 
place not sufficient men; in the second place, not enough 
money to maintain an army on a similar system, and could 
in — keep together only a much smaller porticn of her 
soldiery than her possible enemies could. This portion of 
her army was organized into the following system: ‘The 
—— was required every year to grant 40,000 recruits, 
each of whom served for three years under the standards 
and for two years in the reserve; so the standing army 
amounted to 120,000 men, and by calling in the reserves 
could be raised immediately to 200,000 men. But to com- 
plete the requisite number of 500,000 soldiers, 300,000 more 
were necessary, and in time of peace the kingdom could af- 
ford to maintain only very small depots for these addition- 
al troops. The war of independence had shown that the 
Landwehr system, by which men were allowed to retire 
from service, but still remained liable to be called out for 
duty, was capable of effecting good service, and in case of 
need of supplying the men who could not be kept in time 
of peace in the regular army. Therefore this system was 
retained, and by the decree of the third of September, 1814, 
the Prussian army was organized definitively on the Land- 
wehr system. By this system every Prussian capable of 
bearinglarms was without exception liable to military duty, 
and to serve from his 20th to his 23d year in the standing 
army, from his 23d to 25th in the reserve, from his 25th 
to 32nd in the first levy of the Landwehr, from his 32nd to 
39th in the second levy. The Landsturm was to consist of 
all men capable of bearing arms between 17 and 49 years 
of ~ did not belong either to the standing army or to 
the dwehr. From the Landwehr battalions and squad- 
rons were raised which formed Landwehr regiments, and 
these were united for annual exercise or service in brigades 
or divisions, with regiments of the line. Landwehr-men 
who had belonged to Jiiger battalions, to the artillery, or 
to the engineer service were not formed into separate corps; 
but in case of being called up were to return into the ranks 
of the regiment in which they had formerly served. 

By this system, with an annual supply of 40,000 recruits, 
Prussia was enabled to hold in readiness for war an army 
which consisted of three distinct parts. 

1. The standing army of 120,000 men, raised in war 
by the call of the reserves to 200,000 men,and with 
Landwehr-Jiigers, artillerymen and pioneers to 220,000 


men. 

2. The first levy of the Landwehr, including only infantry 
aad cavalry, of which in peace, only small depots, number- 
ing together about 3,000 men, were maintained, but which 
in the mobilization of the army for war. supplied consider- 
ably over 150,000 men, even allowing liberally for deaths, 
sickness, emigration, and other causes of reduction. 

The standing army and the first levy, after detaching 
30,600 men to hen the garrisons of fortresses, form- 
ed together the field army of 340,000 men, and besides, from 
their surplus men and recruits, could leave at home a force 


" of depot troops amounting to about 50,000 men. 


3. The second levy of the Landwehr, from which no ex- 
ercise or training was required in time of peace, but which 
in war was called upon <*o furnish 110,000 soldiers, who, 
with the 30,000 above mentioned from the standing army 
and first levy, garrisoned the fortresses of the country, 
and could, in case of urgent necessity, be supperted by the

The great aa: sutaye of this system was that in peace it 
necessitated tuts small expense, and required but few 
men to keep rp an army which on the outbreak of war 
could be raised quickly to a large force. As it was ar- 

after the war of independence it endured without 
alteration during the reigns of Frepexic Wiiiam IIT. 
and Freperic Wiiiam IV. 

Bat in the campaigns which the Prussian army under- 
took in 1848 and 1849, and again when the army was mobi- 
lized in 1850 and 1859, the disadvantages of an organization 
so entirely based upon the Landwehr system became ap- 
parent in a high degree. 

It was found on the mobilization in 1848 that a great 
portion of the Landwehr soldiers obeyed only unwillingly 
the call to arms, because it interfered with their private 
occupations; that they sometimes, weaned by long ease 
from military ideas, showed a want of discipline, and that, 
thinking more for their wives and families than for their 
duty to the State, they did not always acquit themselves 
properly in action. Besides, there was this disadvantage 
that the Landwehr—therefore, about half ot ihe field army, 
newly embodied—prevented the divisions from being im- 
mediately prepared to take the field, a delay which is terri- 
bly prejudicial to an army in these times, when troops are 
forwarded to the theatre of war by the rapid means of rail- 
way transport. The officers and non-commissioned officers 
of the Landwehr were also a little used to their duties, and 
at the very moment of mobilization a great number of them 
were necessarily transferred to the line, and others brought 
from the regular army to supply their places. ‘l’aese nu- 
mevvous alterations of their leaders at such an important 
time were alone sufficient to impair materially the efliciency 
of the troops. 

King Wittiao I., while still Regent, introduced, in 1859 
and 1860, a reorganization of the army, which, up to this 

ear, has formed a bone of contention between the Prussian 
Minjetry and the Radical party in the Lower House, but 
the success of which in the late war has completely si- 
lenced if not thoroughly convinced even its tax-paying 
opponents of its wonderful excellence and elasticity. By 
this reorganization of 1859, as it is usually called, the first 
levy of the Landwehr was no longer, as a rule, to be sent 
into the field; and to attain this object the standing army, 
including the reserves, was to be increased by as many men 
as the first levy of the Landwehr formerly provided—in 
fact, to be nearly doubled. The time of service in the 
Landwehr was diminished by two years, and that in the 
reserve in return to be lengthened by two years. The 
Landwehr still remaining in two levies, but composed only 
of men from twenty-eight to thirty-seven years old, was, 
as arule, with its first levy alone to perform the duty 
which had hitherto been performed by the second levy— 
namely, to garrison the fortresses. In case of necessity 
the Government still, however, retains the power of calling 
up the second levy to aid in this duty. 

By this organization a recruit who joins the Prussian 
service serves for three years (from 20 to 23) in the regular 
army ; for four years (from 23 to 27) in the reserve; and 
for nine years (from 27 to 38) is liable to be called to duty 
asa Landwehr man. 

By this reorganization the total war strength of the field 
army was slightly increased, and its efficiency most mate- 
rially improved; the war strength of the depot troops was, 
on account of the necessity of great rapidity in modern 
warfare, more than doubled; that of the garrison troops 
was improved, and can now, by calling up the second levy, 
be made twice as great as it was formerly. These reforms 
also allowed the standing army to be increased by thirty- 
six regiments of infantry, nine battalions for the fusileer 
regiments, ten cavalry regiments, and five divisions of gar- 
rison artillery. Sufficient time has not yet elapsed for this 
reorganization to be thoroughly carried out, and still eight 
of the ten cavalry regiments have not been formed, and 
their place has been supplied during this campaign by 
twelve Landwehr cavalry regiments, and as yet only one 
of the divisions of garrison artillery has been formed. 
When the reorganization has been thoroughly carried 
out the forces raised from the territory which belonged to 
Prussia previously to the late war will be—the field army 
of 342,000 men of the standing army, of whom in peace 
217,000 are present with the standards; the depot troops, 
mustering 130,000 men, for the most part soldiers of the 
reserve and recruits; garrison troops, mustering 195,000 
men, for the most part Landsturm, 776,000 men, of which 
number in peace two-sevenths are present in the ranks. 
The military organization of the Provinces which are to 
be annexed as the result of the war has not yet been de- 
cided upon, but it will be upon the same system, and will 
add about 75,000 combatants to the standing army. 
During the late campaign the elasticity of this organiza- 
tion was vlearly manifested. In a wonderfully short time 
the large armies which fought at Koniggratz were placed 
on a war footing, and brought about 250,000 combatants 
into the very field of battle, beside the necessary detach- 
ments which must be made by a large army to cover com- 
munications, mask fortresses, and so on; but the detach- 
ments made from the Prussian army were very small com- 
pared to those which would have had to be separated from 
an army organized on a different system, for as the field 
army advanced the depot troops moved up in rear and 
formed both depots and reserves for the first line, while 
some of the garrison troops of Landwehr came up from 
Prussia and formed the garrisons of Saxony, Prague, Par 
dubitz, and all the other points on the lines of communica- 
tion. At the same time General Mvutse’s corps, formed 
for the most part of reserve and depot soldiers, pushed up 
to Brunn, and was ing to take its place in the first 
line, when its march was stopped by the conclusion of the 





long armistice. While the armies of Princo Frengric 


Cuanrtes, the Crown Prince, and General Henwartu were 

ing supported in Bohemia, Moravia, and Saxony, Gene- 
ral FALKENSTEIN, with a number of line regiments and a 
force of Landwehr, was driving the war forward to the 
Main. and the Prince of Mécklenburg, with the second re- 
serve corps, was pushing on against Bavaria. Nor was 
Prussian territory left without its garrisons; Landwehr 
battalions were in Kosel, Niesse, Berlin, Torgau, Magde- 
burg, Konigsberg, and all the other garrison towns of the 
country, while under their shelter recruits were being 
drilled, and more Landwehr embodied to march forward 
into the conquered countries. The armies which were on 
the Marchfeld in front of Lundenburg and in Bavaria did 
not form a thin front line, which, once broken or turned, 
would have been driven back even to the Elbe; their rear 
was guarded and supported by large forces of strong and 
firm battalions, lately embodied, but from their nature 
quickly trained, and composed of well-grown old soldiers 
who were thirsting to be sent against the enemy, and on 
whose well-knit frames disease or the hardships of war 
could make little impression.

THE CHATTANOOGA TRIAL TRIP. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Sin:—We request tho insertion of the following state- 
ment of results attained in the late twenty-four hours 
trial of the Chattanooga, taken from ths original watch 

8: 

The average revolutions of the engizes for twenty-four 
hours were 50.44 per minute; highest for one hour 
55.8; and for one watch 52.9. Two registers (vy the best 
New York makers) failed shortly after beginning the tri=, 
and the above were counted, except the maximum nvm- 
ber stated. 

The vacuum attained was twenty-four inches at the 
beginning, [falling in a few hours to eighteen, until two 
hours berore the end of the trial, when a five-eighth inch 
hole in the top of the condenser left unplugged (but 
covered with a floor mat and this with a grating’, was 
discovered by our engineer ; on stopping it the vacuum rose 
to 23.8 inches. The supply of circulating water was 
such that its average temperature of discharge was one 
hundred and six and one-half degrees, its highest for 
one hour, one tundred and twenty degrees, and for one 
watch, one hundred and nine and one-half degrees. The 
saturation increasing during the trip, indicated leakage ; 
an examination made since the trial reveals the fact that 
one of the air pump relief valves had become jammed’ one 
and three-quarter inches above its seat, and being twelve 
inches in diameter, leaked salt water largely. The con- 
denser is believed to be tight. The coal burnt averaged 
ten thousand seven hundred pounds per hour. ‘The inade- 
quate supply of firemen and coal passers, their exhaus- 
tion, and lack of organization—being put freshly on board— 
rendered it impossible to obtain as much steam as the 
engines could work. They were therefore throttled close 
to hold twenty-five pounds, which was the maximum 
allowed. Although the trial began with fresh fires, yet 
several fires were nearly out at the end of the trial, 
and the jets were put on the four after boilers to keep up 
the pressure. No other result can be expected from an 
attempt to develop maximum power with a fresh set of 
firemen. On the previous seventy-two hours’ trial over 
fourteen thousand pounds of coal per hour were burnt

The speed of the ship was 13.2 knots average during 
the whole twenty-four hours. Five runs were made 
in the bay, running up and down between Brandywine and 
Heniopen, thirteen and one-quarter nautical miles each 
way, with the following results :

Sir:—Some time back a great deal was said in the 
papers regarding an increase of pay for the officers of the 
Navy; several petitions were sent to Congress, and were 
urged on by the different boards of trade throughout the 
United States. Congress seemed to tuke no notice of the 
different petitions sent in at first, but afterward, in an in- 
direct way, it was increased, by repealing an act passed in 
1835, thereby throwing the power into the hands of the 
Honorable Secretary of the Navy, and which he soon took 
advantage of by issuing an order increasing the pay of all 
officers in the Navy from 20+to 33 1-3 per cent., with the 
exception of midshipmen and mates. The reason he gave 
for leaving them out was, their pay was increased 50 per 


gotten that engineers had their pay increased in 1864; 
third assistant engineers then received $/50, which was 
increased to $1,000, and now the increase of 33 1-3 per 
Can this 
be called dealing impartially? Why not increase the pay 
of all? 

It is my opinion that there cannot be found an officer 
in the Navy, from brave Admiral Farracur down, but 
wil. say mates should have been included among the others. 
The Government is not put to any expense to educate 
them, the same as midshipmen. They are supposed to 
know their business before entering the service, and to 
have been officers or seamen in the merchant service. 
On entering the Navy, they are called upon for testimoni- 
als of character and ability, and while in the service they 
must live and dress as officers of a higher grade, and with 
the exception, perhaps, of nine buttons and two or three 
yards of gold lace, their clothes cost, and expenses are, 
full as much. 

Mates during the war took a very active part. Some 
were out all night picketing, and in all kinds of wea.her ; 
others had command of tugs and steam picket launches. 
Even the Honorable Secretary highly complimented them 
in his report of 1864, and to me it seems very strange that, 
now he has the power in his hands, he did not use it in 
their behalf. 

Mates on vessels destroyed during the war are receiving 
but $40 as compensation for their loss of clothing, while 
seamen, and even boys, are getting 360. Is that: right ? 
Methinks I hear every one reading this, answer No, it cer- 
tainly is not. 

I trust this may meet the eye of our Honorable Secre- 
tary, and that he will grant us also the increase of pay.

MESSES ON U. 8S. VESSELS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Srr :—I wish, through your paper, to call the attention 
of executive officers inthe Navy to paragraph 678 of the 
Navy Regulations. As head of the wardroom mess, the 
duty naturally falls upon them of asserting rights that I 
think most needful to the discipline of the ship. 

Several cases have fallen under my notice in which trouble 
has arisen from commanders taking wardroom officers into 
the cabin mess. Granting that the objections made in in- 
dividual cases arise in part from the weaknesses and piques 
inherent in human nature, still there are very solid grounds 
for the present rule. The person upon whom eventually 
the whole discipline of the ship depends, should not be 
placed, and has no right to place himself, in a position 
where wrongful influence may be brought, perhaps un- 
consciously, to bear upon him. 

I have no wish to exclude the commander of a vessel from 
even intimate intercourse with his officers. On the contrary, 
it would please me beyond most things, to see hospitalities 
largely exchanged between cabin and wardroom. But the 
man who sits as a guest at your table is in a relation to 
you very different from him who shares the expenses. 

The officer whom it would be least objectionable to ad- 
mit to such a position with the captain, would be the first 
lieutenant; he ought to have influence with him in a meas- 
But after five years’ service as an executive, with the 





| prospect of seeing many more, I should decidedly object to 


such an arrangement. I wish for official, not family in- 
fluence, yielded to faithful discharge of duty—not to chum- 
ship over the dinner table. 

But when such a mess is formed, the captain usually 


| takes in one or more of the doctors or paymasters. Now I

have no against the staff; assimilated rank does 
not trouble me; if the abomination of brevets is intro- 
duced, I hope the staff may have them all.

THE CHATTANOOGA. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Sir :—Two communizations over the nom de guerre “Z,,'{ 
which have recently appeared in the Journar—evidentl 
written to disparage the excellent machinery of the U. 8. 
steamer Chattanooga, built by the eminent engineers Merrick 
& Son of Philadelphia—have excited considerable discus- 
sion in Naval circles. 

The fact that these letters contain statements from the 
official report of the Board who witnessed the trials, to the 
Chief of the Steam Bureau, who is the only one who can 
possibly be benefited by any shortcomings in this ma- 
chinery, indicate pretty clearly that they emanated from 
that official. Such is the opinion of several Naval officer of 
rank, who have the information necessary to form an accu- 
rate judgement. It may not be proper, under ordinary 
circumstances, to tax individuals with the authorship of 
articles which may appear in the Journat, but when it is 
almost certain a Bureau Chief is privately assailing ma- 
chinery, on the performance of which he is the judge, and 
who also decides upon the payments the contractor receives, 
I trust, sir, that you will agree with me that such injustice 
and violation of official decorum should be brought home to 
its author. 

It is well understood by experts that one of the schemes 
of the Steam Bureau ofthe Navy is to prove that no one 
else but is Chief has the ability to place engines for the 
Naval service. The success of this scheme will of course 
throw the responsibility of the performance of the motive 
power of theentire Navy onthe shoulders of one man; the 
strategy employed for its conrummation has long been well 
understood by those who have g:.ven the matter attention. 
For instance (as is shown by the letter of “Z,””) in the case 
of the Chattanooga, one of the most deservedly eminent Ma- 
rine Engine building firms in the country has been deluded 
into signing stipulations which could not be attempted by 
the greatest screw engine building firms in the world, Joun 
Penn and Sons, and Maupstay, Sons and Frexp of Lon- 
don, or Napier of Glasgow, because, guided by. their im- 
mense experience, they understand that it is almost impos- 
sible to fulfil them. ‘These firms agree to do exactly what. 
the Messrs. Merrick have done in this case, viz: to furnish 
engines of approved design, of the best materials and the 
most accurate workmanship. They do not guarantee success 
in the face of schemes to destroy the engines by ridiculous 
trials—such, indeed, as have never before been seen in the 
annals of steam engineering. Moreover, it is only when 
machinery is designed other than by the Steam Bureau, 
tkat plans are laid to ruin the engines before the ship has 
seen a day of Government service. In the caseof the nine- 
teen gunboats of the Chippewa class, even their Liliputian 
engines, designed by the Bureau, were only subjected toa 
“dock race” of “ninety-six hours ;” and in like manner the 
engines of the Juniata class were tried. The report of the 
Board of Civilian Engineers ordered by the Secretary of the 
Navy, to examine into the performance of these engines, 
shows that in several cases, notwithstanding the very care- 
ful manner in which they were run, the engines were very 
seriously damaged and required extensive repairs before the 
Nation had had an hour's service from them. Was the 
Bureau Chief, the designer of these little engines, persecuted 
by the Department as the firm which constructed the mam- 
motb engines of the Chattanooga have been by that gentle- 
man? 

It may be unfortunate for the builders of the Chatta- 
nooga’s machinery, that they have stipulated to perform 
that which, if they succeed in accomplishing, will be one of 
the most remarkable results on record, but in any event it 
is sure to be still more unfortunate for the Nation, because 
a pair of its largest and best screw engines will be seriously 
damaged, perhaps half worn out, before the ship has com- 
menced a cruise.

The fact is, we havea Navy, but it isa sham. We have 

ips enough, but they are mostly useless. The Navy 
List tells us that we have nearly 600 men-of-war ; the First 
Lord of the Admiralty tells us that nine-tenths of these 
are dummies. 

This is where we have lost ground. If naval battles 
were to be decided in future, as in iimes past, by line-of- 
battle ships and frigates of the ancient pattern, we should 
dco’ well enough, for we could send to sea three splendid 
‘fleets of these picturesque fabrics. But everybody knows 
that for decisive actions such vessels are useless, and, in- 
deed, escording to Sir Joun Pakineton’s account, they 
seom to be almost equally unfit even for the rotine duties 
of crusiers. In the meantime all other maritime nations, 
whether great or small, having no squadrons in ordinary 
to keep up, have simply started from a new point of depart- 
ure, and by building no ships except ships fit for service 
have made close approaches to our own h at a mere 
fraction of the cost. We have done just the contrary, for 
we have not built new ships with any confidence or activi- 
ty, and we have maintained our superseded fleets at a great 
expense all the while. “ Repairs’’ on one side and “experi- 
ments” on the other are the things which have brought us 
to this pass. We spent vast sums in patching up useless 
ships, and vast sums again in searching for perfection ina 
new model. That perfection we have never discovered, nor 
has any other nation discovered it; but other nations have 
been contented with something short of the ideal, and so 
have got navies proportioned to their charges. The “‘ob- 
jections” all against turret-ships are exactly analogous 
to the objections alleged against the needle-gun. ‘They 
were sound and sustainable in both cases, we have no doubt, 
but the objectors omitted to consider the recommendations 
on the other side, and to strike a balance. Two govern- 
ments were more prudent. The Americans took the turret 
principle for better or for worse, and the Prussians took the 
needle-gun on similar terms. The result has been a most 
formidable Navy in one case and an irresistible Army in 
the other, while we are left to apply the lesson in discredit- 
able haste, after a profitless expenditure of money which 
might have brought us all that we could now desire. 








THE PRUSSIAN ARMY. 
(Correspondence of the London Times.) 

Arter Prussia had regained her position as a great 
Power, it was necessary that she should have an army of a 
—_ similar to the armies of other great Powers, and 
therefore with a muster-roll of about half a million of men, 
At this time the other great Powers kept the greater part of 
their soldiery in peace, as in war, in the ranks, and only al- 
lowed a few trained veterans, who together amounted to 
about one-fourth of the total strength of the army, to be 
absent on furloigh. But Prussia wasthen the smail- 
est of the great Powers, and had neither such a large popu- 
lation nor revenue as theothers. ‘Thus she had in the first 
place not sufficient men; in the second place, not enough 
money to maintain an army on a similar system, and could 
in peace keep together only a much smaller portion of her 
soldiery than her possible enemies could. This portion of 
her army was organized into the following system: ‘The 
country was required every year to grant 40,000 recruits, 
each of whom served for three years under the standards 
and for two years in the reserve; so_ the standing army 
amounted to 120,000 men, and by calling in the reserves 
could be raised immediately to 200,000 men. But to com- 
plete the requisite number of 590,000 soldiers, 300,000 more 
were necessary, and in time of peace the kingdom could af- 
ford to maintain only very small depots for these addition- 
al troops. The war of independence had shown that the 
Landwehr system, by which men were allowed to retire 
from service, but still remained liable to be called out for 
duty, was capable of effecting good service, and in case of 
need of supplying the men who could not be kept in time 
of peace in the regular army. Therefore this system was 
retained, and by the decree of the third of September, 1814, 
the Prussian army was organized definitively on the Land- 
wehr system. By this system every Prussian capable of 

inglarms was without exception liable to military duty, 
and to serve from his 20th to his 23d year in the standing 
army, from his 23d to 25th in the reserve, from his 25th 
to 32nd in the first levy of the Landwehr, from his 32nd to 
39th in the second levy. The Landsturm was to consist of 
all men capable of bearing arms between 17 and 49 years 
of —— did not belong either to the standing army or to 
the dwehr. From the Landwehr battalions and squad- 
rons were raised which formed Landwehr regiments, and 
these were united for annual exercise or service in brigades 
or divisions, with regiments of the line. Landwehr-men 
who had belonged to Jiiger battalions, to the artillery, or 
to the engineer service were not formed into separate corps; 
but in case of being called up were to return into the ranks 
of the regiment in which they had formerly served. 

By this , With an annual supply of 40,000 recruits, 
Prussia was enabled to hold in readiness for war an army 
which consisted of three distinct parts. 

1. The standing army of 120,000 men, raised in war 
by the call of the reserves to 200,000 men,and with 
Landwehr-Jiigers, artillerymen and pioneers to 220,000 


men. 
2. The first levy of the Landwehr, including only infantry 
and cavalry, of which in peace, only small depots, number- 
ing together about 3,000 men, were maintained, but which 
in the mobilization of the army for war. supplied consider- 
ably over 150,000 men, even allowing liberally for deaths, 
sickness, emigration, and other causes of reduction. 

The standing army and the first levy, after detaching 
30,500 men to s' hen the garrisons of fortresses, form- 
ed together the field army of 340,000 men, and besides, from 
their surplus men and recruits, could leave at home a force 


of depot troops amounting to about 50,000 men. 


3. The second levy of the Landwehr, from which no ex- 
ercise or training was required in time of peace, but which 
in war was called upon to furnish 110,000 soldiers, who, 
with the 30,000 above mentioned from the standing army 
and first levy, garrisoned the fortresses of the country, 
and could, in case of urgent necessity, be supperted by the 


From these three sources—1l, the field army; 2, depot 
troops, formed by the standing army and first levy of the 
Landwehr ; 3, garrison troops, formed by the surplus of 
the first levy, the second levy of Landwehr, and in case of 
need from the Landsturm—Prussia could for war raise 
530,000 men, of who1 in time of peace hardly one-fourth 
were present with the standards. The s army dur- 
ing the time that this organization remained intact consist- 
ed of forty-five infantry regiments, ten light infantry bat- 
talions, thirty-eight cavalry regiments, nine artillery regi- 
ments, and nine divisions of engineers. 

The great advantage of this system was that in peace it 
necessitated but a small expense, and required but few 
men to keep up an army which on the outbreak of war 
could be raised quickly to a large force. As it was ar- 
ranged after the war of independence it endured without 
alteration during the reigns of Frepertc Witt1aM III. 
and Freperic Wiiiam IV. 

But in the campaigns which the Prussian army under- 
took in 1848 and 1849, and again when the army was mobi- 
lized in 1850 and 1859, the disadvantages of an organization 
so entirely based upon the Landwehr system became ap- 
parent in a high degree. 

It was found on the mobilization in 1848 that a great 
portion of the Landwehr soldiers obeyed only unwillingly 
the call to arms, because it interfered with their private 
occupations; that they sometimes, weaned by long ease 
from military ideas, showed a want of discipline, and that, 
thinking more for their wives and families than for their 
duty to the State, they did not always acquit themselves 
properly in action. Besides, there was this disadvantage 
that the Landwehr—therefore, about half of the field army, 
newly embodied—prevented the divisions from being im- 
mediately prepared to take the field, a delay which is terri- 
bly prejudicial to an army in these times, when troops are 
forwarded to the theatre of war by the rapid means of rail- 
way transport. The officers and non-commissioned officers 
of the Landwehr were also a little used to their duties, and 
at the very moment of mobilization a great number of them 
were necessarily transferred to the line, and others brought 
from the regular army to supply their places. These nu- 
merous alterations of their leaders st such an important 
time were alone sufficient to impair niaterially the efficiency 
of the troops. 

King Wituiam I., while still Regent, introduced, in 1859 
and 1860, a reorganization of the army, which; up to this 

ear, has formed a bone of contention between the Prussian 
Ministry and the Radical party in the Lower House, but 
the success of which in the late war has completely si- 
lenced if not thoroughly convinced even its tax-paying 
opponents of its wonderful excellence and elasticity. By 
this reorganization of 1859, as it is usually called, the first 
levy of the Landwehr was no longer, as a rule, to be sent 
into the field; and to attain this object the standing army, 
including the reserves, was to be increased by as many men 
as the first levy of the Landwehr formerly provided—in 
fact, to be nearly doubled. The time of service in the 
Landwehr was diminished by two years, and that in the 
reserve in return to be lengthened by two years. The 
Landwehr still remaining in two levies, but composed only 
of men from twenty-eight to thirty-seven years old, was, 
as arule, with its first levy alone to perform the duty 
which had hitherto been performed by the second levy— 
namely, to garrison the fortresses. In case of necessity 
the Government still, however, retains the power of calling 
up the second levy to aid in this duty. 
By this organization a recruit who joins the Prussian 
service serves for three years (from 20 to 23) in the regular 
army ; for four years (from 23 to 27) in the reserve; and 
for nine years (from 27 to 38) is liable to be called to duty 
as a Landwehr man. 
By this reorganization the total war strength of the field 
army was slightly increased, and its efficiency most mate- 
rially improved; the war strength of the depot troops was, 
on account of the necessity of great rapidity in modern 
warfare, more than doubled; that of the garrison troops 
was improved, and can now, by calling up the second levy, 
be made twice as great as it was formerly. These reforms 
also allowed the standing army to be increased by thirty- 
six regiments of infantry, nine battalions for the fusileer 
regiments, ten cavalry regiments, and five divisions of gar- 
rison artillery. Sufficient time has not yet elapsed for this 
reorganization to be thoroughly carried out, and still eight 
of the ten cavalry regiments have not been formed, and 
their place has been supplied during this campaign by 
twelve Landwehr cavalry regiments, and as yet only one 
of the divisions of garrison artillery has been formed. 
When the reorganization has been thoroughly carried 
out the forces raised from the territory which belonged to 
Prussia previously to the late war will be—the field army 
of 342,000 men of the standing army, of whom in peace 
217,000 are present with the standards; the depot troops, 
mustering 130,000 men, for the most part soldiers of the 
reserve and recruits; garrison troops, mustering 195,000 
men, for the most part Landsturm, 776,000 men, of which 
number in peace two-sevenths are present in the ranks. 
The military organization of the Provinces which are to 
be annexed as the result of the war has not yet been de- 
cided upon, but it will be upon the same system, and will 
add about 75,000 combatants to the standing army. 
During the late campaign the elasticity of this organiza- 
tion was vlearly manifested. In a wonderfully short time 
the large armies which fought at Koniggratz were placed 
on a war footing, and brought about 250,000 combatants 
into the very field of battle, beside the necessary detach- 
ments which must be made by a large army to cover com- 
munications, mask fortresses, and so on; but the detach- 
ments made from the Prussian army were very small com- 
pared to those which would have had to be separated from 
an army organized on a different system, for as the field 
army advanced the depot troops moved up in rear and 
formed both depots and reserves for the first line, while 
some of the garrison troops of Landwehr came up from 
Prussia and formed the garrisons of Saxony, Prague, Par- 
dubitz, and all the other points on the lines of communica- 
tion. Atthe same time General Mutee’s corps, formed 
for the most part of reserve and depot soldiers, pushed up 
to Brunn, and was hastening to take its place in the first 
line, when its march was stopped by the conclusion of the 





long armistice. While the armies of Prince Freneric 


Cxanrtes, the Crown Prince, and General Herwartu were 
ang supported in Bohemia, Moravia, and Saxony, Gene- 
ral FALKENSTEIN, with a number of line regiments and a 
force of Landwehr, was driving the war forward to the 
Main, and the Prince of Mecklenburg, with the second re- 
serve corps, was pushing on against Bavaria. Nor was 
Prussian territory left without its garrisons; Landwehr 
battalions were in Kosel, Niesse, Berlin, Torgau, Magde- 
burg, Konigsberg, and all the other garrison towns of the 
country, while under their shelter recruits were being 
drilled, and more Landwehr embodied to march forward 
into the conquered countries. The armies which were on 
the Marchfeld in front of Lundenburg and in Bavaria did 
not form a thin front line, which, once broken or turned, 
would have been driven back even to the Elbe; their rear 
was guarded and supported by large forces of strong and 
firm battalions, lately embodied, but from their nature 
quickly trained, and composed of well-grown old soldiers 
who were thirsting to be sent against the enemy, and on 
whose well-knit frames disease or the hardships of war 
could make little impression.

THE CHATTANOOGA TRIAL TRIP. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal : 


Sin:—We request tho insertion of the following state- 
ment of results attained in the late twenty-four hours 
trial of the Chattanooga, taken from the original watch 


The average revolutions of the engines for twenty-four 
hours were 50.44 per minute; highest for one hour 
55.8; and for one watch 52.9. Two registers (by the best 
New York makers) failed shortly after beginning the trial, 
and the above were counted, except the maximum num- 
ber stated. 

The vacuum attained was twenty-four inches at the 
beginning, falling ina few hours to eighteen, until two 
hours before the end of the trial, when a five-eighth inch 
hole in the top of the condenser left unplugged (but 
covered with a floor mat and this with a grating), was 
discovered by our engineer ; on stopping it the vacuum rose 
to 23.8 inches. The supply of circulating water was 
such that its average temperature of discharge was one 
hundred and six and one-half degrees, its highest for 
one hour, one hundred and twenty degrees, and for one 
watch, one hundred and nine and one-half degrees. The 
saturation increasing during the trip, indicated leakage ; 
an examination made since the trial reveals the fact that 
one of the air pump relief valves had become jammed’ one 
and three-quarter inches above its seat, and being twelve 
inches in diameter, leaked salt water largely. The con- 
denser is believed to be tight. The coal burnt averaged 
ten thousand seven hundred pounds per hour. ‘The inade- 
quate supply of firemen and coal passers, their exhaus- 
tion, and lack of organization—being put freshly on board— 
rendered it impossible to obtain as much steam as the 
engines could work. They were therefore throttled close 
to hold twenty-five pounds, which was the maximum 
allowed. Although the trial began with fresh fires, yet 
several fires were nearly out at the end of the trial, 
and the jets were put on the four after boilers to keep up 
the pressure. No other result can be expected from an 
attempt to develop maximum power with a fresh set of 
firemen. On the previous seventy-two hours’ trial over 
fourteen thousand pounds of coal per hour were burnt 
during two watches, the men having become more accus- 
tomed to firing ; but it was “ killing” work. 

During the whole trip asmall stream of water was kept 


passing through the main brasses, and on the crank-pin | increased to $1,000, and now the increase of 33 1-3 per 


brasses ; except on one occasion toward the last of the trial 
no extra water was put on, and then for a few minutes on 
one crank pin. ‘lhe journals worked cool although. ih: 
crank-pin brasses were new and used for the first time. 

The temperature of the feed water : highest for one hour 
one hundred and fifteen degrees ; for one watch one hundred 
and one and one-half degrees ; for the trip ninety-two and 
one-half degrees. 

The oil reported as expended was as follows: In the 
first twelve hours one hundred and ten gallons; in the 
second twelve hours sixty-live gallons. Total, one hundred 
and seventy-five gallons over the entire machinery. Of 
course a large proportion was wasted. 

The speed of the ship was 13.2 knots average during 
the whole twenty-four hours. Five runs were made 
in the bay, running up and down between Brandywine and 
Henlopen, thirteen and one-quarter nautical miles each 
way, with the following results :

As to the indicator horse-power developed, we have not 
seen the cards, but doubt seriously that a ship of three 
thousand five hundred tons actual displacement can be 
propelled continuously at the rate of thirteen and three- 
quarter knots per hour on one thcusand six hundred and 
forty horse power, as has been asserted.

NAVAL PAY. 
To the Edilor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Sirn:—Some time back a great deal was said in the 
papers regarding an increase of pay for the officers of the 
Navy; several petitions were sent to Congress, and were 
urged on by the different boards of trade throughout the 
United States. Congress seemed to tuke no notice of the 
different petitions sent in at first, but afterward, in an in- 
direct way, it was increased, by repealing an act passed in 
1835, thereby throwing the power into the hands of the 
Honorable Secretary of the Navy, and which he soon took 
advantage of by issuing an order increasing the pay of all 
oiticers in the Navy from 20 to 33 1-3 per cent., with the 
exception of midshipmen and mates. The reason he gave 
for leaving them out was, their pay was increased 50 per 





cent. or $20 a month last Congress. He seems to have for- 
gotten that engineers had their pay increased in 1864; 
third assistant engineers then received $/50, which was

It is my opinion that there cannot be found an officer 
in the Navy, from brave Admiral Farracur down, but 
wil. say mates should have been included among the others. 
The Government is not put to any expense to educate 
them, the same as midshipmen. They are supposed to 
know their business before entering the service, and to 
have been officers or seamen in the merchant service. 
On entering the Navy, they are called upon for testimoni- 
als of character and ability, and while in the service they 
must live and dress as officers of a higher grade, and with 
the exception, perhaps, of nine buttons and two or three 
yards of gold lace, their clothes cost, and expenses are, 
full as much. 

Mates during the war took a very active part. Some 
were out all night picketing, and in all kinds of wea.her ; 
others had command of tugs and steam picket launches. 
Even the Honorable Secretary highly complimented them 
in his report of 1864, and to me it seems very strange that, 
now he has the power in his hands, he did not use it in 
their behalf.

MESSES ON U. 8S. VESSELS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal : 

Srr :—I wish, through your paper, to call the attention 
of executive officers inthe Navy to paragraph 678 of the 
Navy Regulations. As head of the wardroom mess, the 
duty naturally falls upon them of asserting rights that I 
think most needful to the discipline of the ship. 

Several cases have fallen under my notice in which trouble 
has arisen from commanders taking wardroom officers into 
the cabin mess. Granting that the objections made in in- 
dividual cases arise in part from the weaknesses and piques 
inherent in human nature, still there are very solid grounds 
for the present rule. The person upon whom eventually 
the whole discipline of the ship depends, should not be 
placed, and has no right to place himself, in a position 
where wrongful influence may be brought, perhaps un- 
consciously, to bear upon him. 

I have no wish to exclude the commander of a vessel from 





even intimate intercourse with his officers. On the contrary, 
it would please me beyond most things, to see hospitalities 
largely exchanged between cabin and wardroom. But the 
man who sits as a guest at your table is in a relation to 
you very different from him who shares the expenses. 

The officer whom it would be least objectionable to ad- 
| mit to such a position with the captain, would be the first 
| lieutenant; he ought to have influence with him in a meas- 
| ure. But after five years’ service as an executive, with the 
| prospect of seeing many more, I should decidedly object to 
| such an arrangement. I wish for official, not family in- 
fluence, yielded to faithful discharge of duty—not to chum- 
ship over the dinner table. 


have no against the staff; assimilated rank does 
not trouble me; if the abomination of brevets is intro- 
duced, I hope the staff may have them all.

I wish to spare “Commander” , Pay- 
master U.S. Navy, the mortification of rrarmng, Lowey me, 
though I believe my lieutenant’s commission date 
about the time he entered the service. My combativeness 
has not been roused by the siaff officer who called mea 
“boy of a lieutenant-commander,” though I am twenty- 
six, and “ beardless,” which I mildly inform him is a mis- 
take. All this about rank is to me stuff; only leave the 
cabin alone, lest all our vessels become “ family ships.”’ 

At present the regulation is with us; and my main ob- 
ject in writing is to suggest to executive officers the pro- 
priety of protesting, up to the Secretary, if needful, against 
its breach ; and to ask of commanding officers if they do 
not think by infringing it, they justly loose the confidence 
of their subordinates in the fairness and lack of bias of 
their judgments. ‘ 

For myself, after trying some five years, I am certain 
that the hardest thing I have had to do is to perform a 
disagreeable duty bya messmate. But if I fail, there is 
the captain to appeal to. Suppose he fails? But the great 
trouble of this mess-table influence is the difficulty of 
proving its existence, however patent it may be. M, 




















THE CHATTANOOGA. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Sir :—Two communivations over the nom de guerre “Z,,'{ 
which have recently appeared in the Journat—evidentl 
written to disparage the excellent machinery of the U. 8. 
steamer Chattanooga, built by the eminent engineers Merrick 
& Son of Philadelphia—have excited considerable discus- 
sion in Naval circles. 

The fact that these letters contain statements from the 
official report of the Board who witnessed the trials, to the 
Chief of the Steam Bureau, who is the only one who can 
possibly be benefited by any shortcomings in this ma- 
chinery, indicate pretty clearly that they emanated from 
that official. Such is the vpinion of several Naval officer of 
rank, who have the information necessary to form an accu- 
rate judgement. It may not be proper, under ordinary 
circumstances, to tax individuals with the authorship of 
articles which may appear in the Journat, but when it is 
almost certain a Bureau Chief is privately assailing ma- 
chinery, on the performance of which he is the judge, and 
who also decides upon the payments the contractor receives, 
I trust, sir, that you will agree with me that such injustice 
and violation of official decorum should be brought home to 
its author. 

It is well understood by experts that one of the schemes 
of the Steam Bureau ofthe Navy is to prove that no one 
else but i s Chief has the ability to place engines for the 
Naval service. ‘The success of this scheme will of course 
throw the responsibility of the performance of the motive 
power of theentire Navy onthe shoulders of one man; the 
strategy employed for its conrummation has long been well 
understood by those who have given the matter attention. 
For instance (as is shown by the letter of “Z,”) in the case 
of the Chattanooga, one of the most deservedly eminent Ma- 
rine Engine building firms in the country has been deluded 
into signing stipulations which could not be attempted by 
the greatest screw engine building firms in the world, Joun 
Penn and Sons, and Mavupstay, Sons and Fretp of Lon- 
don, or Napier of Glasgow, because, guided by their im- 
mense experience, they understand that it is almost impos- 
sible to fulfil them. These firms agree to do exactly what. 
the Messrs. Merrick have done in this case, viz: to furnish 
engines of approved design, of the best materials and the 
most accurate workmanship. They do not guarantee success 
in the face of schemes to destroy the engines by ridiculous 
trials—such, indeed, as have never before been seen in the 
annals of steam engineering. Moreover, it is only when 
machinery is designed other than by the Steam Bureau, 
tkat plans are laid to ruin the engines before the ship has 
seen a day of Government service. In the caseof the nine- 
teen gunboats of the Chippewa class, even their Liliputian 
engines, designed by the Bureau, were only subjected toa 
“dock race” of “ninety-six hours ;” and in like manner the 
engines of the Juniata class were tried. The report of the 
Board of Civilian Engineers ordered by the Secretary of the 
Navy, to examine into the performance of these engines, 
shows that in several cases, notwithstanding the very care- 
ful manner in which they were run, the engines were very 
seriously damaged and required extensive repairs before the 
Nation had had an hour’s service from them. Was the 
Bureau Chief, the designer of these little engines, persecuted 
by the Department as the firm which constructed the mam- 
motb engines of the Chattanooga have been by that gentle- 
man? 

It may be unfortunate for the builders of the Chatta- 
nooga’s machinery, that they have stipulated to perform 
that which, if they succeed in accomplishing, will be one of 
the most remarkable results on record, but in any event it 
is sure to be still more unfortunate for the Nation, because 
a pair of its largest and best screw engines will be seriously 
damaged, perhaps half worn out, before the ship has com- 
menced a cruise.

certain to cause their destruction. The engines of the Fri- 
gate General Admiral have proved to be, as is well known, 
one of the best pairs of screw enginos in existence; they 
are of precisely the same size as those of the Chattanooga, and 
except in the surface condenser, almost exact duplicate in 
in design. If the engines of the General Admiral were 80 
successful, why not those of the Chattanooga also? Of course 


destruction. 

But were the engines of the General Admiral put through 
such trials as those of the Chattanooga have recently under- 
gone? By no means; but, on the con , the Russian offi- 
cers would not allow the contractor’s engineer to drive them, 
except for a few minutes at a time, until thoy were well 
adjusted and the journals smoothed up by proper manage- 
ment. 

Let us glance for a moment at some of the facts of the 
late trial of the Chattanooga. As ‘‘Z” admits, the engines 
averaged, during the 24 hours’ trial, 50.444 revolutions per 
minute. That a pair of engines of the magnitude of the 
Chattanooga's have worked, when new, fresh from the 
manufacturer's hands, at such high speed for so longa time 
is not only a most remarkable achievement, but it is very 
far ahead of the performance any screw engine yet tried in 
the U.S. Navy, and it proves conclusively that the build- 
ers have fully sustained their high reputation ; the fact that 
they may have signed in over confidence stipulations which 
itis almost impossible to fulfil to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing. As the Cha‘tanooga hasa screw with a mean pitch of 30 
féet, it is seen that the mean pitch was advancing nearly fif- 
teen knots perhour. Now theChief of the Steam Bureau 
informed the Board of Engineers convened by order of the 
Secretary (and who condemned his machinery), that his 
vessels with screws of an expanding pitch advanced about 
as fast as the mean, and he also informed the Howe Naval 
Committee (see their report) his vessels p faster 
than their screws, but in the case of the Chattanooga, 
with a screw nearly the same as he employs, we are in- 
formed by the same trustworthy authority that her screw 
slips some three knots per hour! as he states the speed was 
only tweive knots. f any of the screw engines of the 
Steam Bureau were provided with the same style of boiler 
(which is not patented) as those of the Chattanooga, and in 
the same proportion to the capacity of the cylinders, it is 
quite safe to assert that if they were driven under the same 
conditions as the Chattanooga’s have been driven, if not de- 
stroyed, it would be necessary to rebuild them before they 
would be again fit for moderate steaming. The Chief of 
the Steam Bureau is very discreet in not permitting his 
machines to be subjected to such destructive tests. The 
only favorable contrast he has been able to make was by 
comparison with the performance of the other engineering 
prestidigitateur Dickerson in the Algonquin- Winooski con- 
flict. n this case, however, as is well known, he had 
copied the old and well-tried “American poppet-valve ex- 
pansion paddle-wheel engine, cutting off at the 7 
point.” P. 








THE HEATED TERM IN KANSAS. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Sir :—I see by the latest papers received from the East, 
that the heat has been most intense throughout the States, 
and it may not be uninteresting to know some remarkable 
facts concerning this climate. We are situated not more 
than two hundred miles east of the snow-capped peaks of 
the Rocky Mountains, at a great elevation above the level 
of the sea; but, notwithstanding these favorable induce- 
ments to keep cool, the mercury stood this morning at 
seven o’clock at 98 degrees Fahrenheit; and by one P. m., 
had gone up to 103 degrees, hanging on the inside of a 
frame building. At 2p. m., I hung: the glass on the south 
side of the building, in the sun, and in fifteen minutes the 
mercury marked 125 degrees, the highest point I have ever 
known it to attain from the effect of solar heat. Remov- 
ing the glass to the inside of my tent (with fly on and 
walls raised), the mercury descended to 101 degrees, and 
remained there after an hour in the coolest place I could 
find. Notwithstanding this extreme heat, the soldiers keep 
steadily at work (laying stone) without difficulty, as the 
effect of the heat does not seem to be so bad as I have 
seen it in the Western States with the mercury at 90 de- 
grees Fahrenheit. The air is so very dry that the men 
at work scarcely seem to perspire at all. Our surgeon 
caustically remarks, “that although we are undoubtedly 
pretty well out of this world, we must be pretty near 
another, if we may judge from the extreme heat and the 
quantity of sulphur found in this vicinity.” E.

SOLDIERS’ RATIONS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal : 

Sim :—I most respectfully submit the following statement 
for examination, your journal being the only one to vindi- 
cate the rights of the soldier. 

There are now stationed at this post about three or 
four hundred troops belonging to the Seventeenth U. S. 
infantry, who daily receive for the rations allowed them 
by the Government from six to eight ounces of bread in- 
stead of eighteen ounces, two ounces of fat pork or salt 
beef instead of three-quarters of a pound of pork, or one 
and a quarter pounds of fresh beef, no vegatables whatever, 
one pint of soup made of hominy (corn), and one pint 
of coffee (no sugar) for breakfast and supper. This has 
been reported several times, and no attention whatever 
paid to it. The Inspector-General has visited this post, 
and the officers making the finest kind of statements to 
him, he left satisfied. Now this is and has been the cause 
of all the sickness, ‘or at least the greater part of it. Instead 
of cholera, asreported it was and still remains nothing but 
pure starvation; the men having ane on, are 
carried to their graves at the slightest si Iam ata 

Joss to know, as well, as the balance of the men, where 

@ rations allowed by Government go to. Do they go 
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toward supporting the officers’ mess that is here, or is it a 

that we are obliged to subsist on ome quar- 
ter of what is allowed by Government. If the Perk ee 
eral should visit again, and call on the men and not officers 
to make a statement of what they receive, he will find it to 
correspond with the above. I trust when this comes under 
the proper military authorities the case willbe at once 
investigated, and the men receive the rights of the soldier ; 
for they claim and ask for nothing more.

PUNISHMENT OF DESERTERS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Srr:—Allow me, through your valuable columns, to 
make the following suggestion with regard to deserters. 
The number appears to be on the increase every day, and 
as a weak mind sometimes Jays the foundation of a great 
invention, I have been led to believe that the follow- 
ing plan will have a tendency, in a degree, to prevent this 
fast growing evil. 

At Tunis, the French have what they call their “ Bat- 
talion d’Afrique,” a body of men composed of deserters 
from the French Army, who are sentenced by general 
court-martial to serve their unexpired terms, and make 
good the time with only half pay, on the borders of Af- 
rica. They are commanded by one of the most severe of- 
ficers in the French Army, and can only be reinstated to 
their former regiments by uniform good conduct for a pe- 
riod not less than two years. Do you not think that an 
organization of this kind formed in this country would 
have a desirable effect. We have a vast amount of terri- 
tory to garrison and guard where it would be almost im- 

ible fora man to desert. Numbers of our men are 
ing sentenced every day to confinement for periods of 
eight, ten, or twelve months, throwing an extra expense 
upon the Government, whereas they could be made to 
fill the place of a good soldier by doing duty on the fron- 
tier. A soldier in the city, thrown in the midst of civil 
life, numbers of them with but little stability of character, 
have a tacit invitation to desert. When such cases are 
found, do you not think it advisable to send them out of 
temptation’s way ? I have watched anxiously to see some 
geet effect from the Prestpent’s last proclamation regard- 
ing deserters, but have not heard of a single case where 
a deserter gave himself up. What are your views? ~

THE PRUSSIAN STAFF SCHOOL. 


E had something to say last week about the 
necessity of a systematic and thorough instruc- 
tion of the Army. This is now, to some extent, 
theoretically required, but is not practically insisted 
on. We urged, especially, that the Staff Corps of our 
Army should receive a complete and special training 
for its multifarious and responsible duties. As an 
illustration of what we mean by this, we will briefly 
sketch the system of education for staff officers 
adopted in Prussia, whose military organization is, 
in our opinion, the best and most efficient of any 
in the world. 

It shculd be premised that in Prussia an officer 
must have served three years in the line before he 
can be admitted to the staff school—‘‘ war school”’ 
the Prussians call it. To hold the position of a staff 
officer it is not only necessary that the aspirant for 
it should serve this length of time, but he must have 
given proofs of his ability and general fitness to dis- 
charge the duties of a staff officer. In our Army, staff 
officers are, to a great degree, appointed through 
some personal or political influence, and not because 
they have shown distinguished aptitude for their 
position. Many of them, during the late war, had 
never served with troops in their lives, and could not 
have handled a company with any credit to themselves. 
In Prussia it would be considered extremely improper 
to commit the important and delicate duties of a staff 
officer to one who had not acquired perfect familiarity 
with the duties of a line officer, by actual experience. 

The course of study in the Prussian staff school ex- 
tends over three years. The term—as we should call 
it—begins each year with the Ist of October, and 
ends on the Ist of July, leaving a vacation of three 
months. This, however, is not unemployed, but is 
mainly occupied in learning the tactics and duties of 
some other branch of the service than that from which 
the staff student graduated. Thus an infantry soldier 
would study the cavalry drill, the artillery drill, etc. 
The staff officer, in fact, is supposed to know all about 
every department of the service. He must be compe- 
tent—when occasion demands—to take command 
either of infantry, cavalry or artillery, and to handle 
it understandingly. 

The students at the staff school are under a mixed 
civil and military direction, although this occasions no 
difficulty or collision. There is the Military Director, 
who has supreme control of the discipline and admin- 
istration of the school. Then there is a ‘‘ Direction of 
‘* Studies,’ composed of three field officers of high 
literary ability, and of two civilians eminent for their 
talents. The officers of this Board regulate the ex- 
aminations of the officers who apply for admission, 
and each year send out circulars containing a certain 
number of subjects and questions calculated to test 
the soldierly acquirements of the respondents. These 
circulars are sent to the chief of staff of each corps. 
From the responses thus obtained, the Board are en- 
abled to form some judgment as to the relative merits 
of the applicants. 
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which the student must attend at least twenty per 
week. The fidelity of the pupils to their studies is 
ascertained by compelling them every three months 
to submit to an examination in writing. To a certain 
extent the choice of lectures is left at the free option 
of the student, ouly the purely military and mathe- 
matical are obligatory. The scope of these lectures 
and the acquirements deemed essential to a Prussian 
staff officer, may be very clearly seen from the follow- 
ing list of the ‘‘ theoretical courses” adopted.

5. Special Geography—particularly that of the probable theatres of 
war in Prussia—in the second class, four lectures a week. 

6. Universal History, in the first and second class, four lectures a 
week in each. : 

7. General History of Literature, in the third class, four lectures a 
week. 

8. Logic, in the second class, four lectures a week. 

9. Physical Science, in the second class, four lectures a week. 

10. Chemistry, in the third class, four lectures a week. 

11. Physiology of the horse, in the second class, two lectures a 
week. 

12. Tactics, in the first and second classes, two lectures a week. 

13. Artillery, in the first class, three lectures a week. 

14. Fortification, a course of three years in the three classes. In 
the first class, field fortification ; in the second, permanent fortifica- 
tion; in the third, the conduct of sieges, in the first class, two lec- 
tures a week. 

15. Military Administration, in the first class, two lectures a week. 

16. Military History, in the third class, seven lectures a week. 

7. Duties of the Staff, in the third class, three lectures a week. 

18. Military Law, in the third class, one lecture a week. 

19. The French language, six lectures a week for each class. 

20. The Russian language, four lectures a week. 


It will be seen from the above how thorough and 
extensive a course of training is imposed on the 
Prussian staff officers. Beside the theoretical studies, 
however, there is a great deal of practical instruction, 
which completes the work of developing accomplished 
staff officers. The student officer whe has enjoyed 
three years of such instruction—suy 2radded to three 
years of active line service—can hardly be placed in a 
situation as staff officer, for which he kas not been 
prepared. 

One feature of the system of instruction above out- 
lined is especially noticeable. We allude to the study 
of the military topography of the countries where 
Prussian soldiers may be called into active service. 
If this knowledge is deemed essential there, how 
much more so is it here? We havea country of such 
vast dimensions that there are few who really under- 
stand minutely its topography. How ignorant the 
most of our officers were of the topography of the 
South, we all too well know, for thousands of lives 
were lost from pure ignorance, on the part of com- 
manding officers, of the ground they were operating 
over. SHERMAN admits that much of his success was 
due to the fact that he was so familiar with the 
geography of the South. Had all our generals and 
staff officers possessed a similar knowledge, the 
Army would have lost at least fifty thousand less men, 
and the Government would have saved hundreds of 
millions of dollars. BANKs’ disastrous Red River cam- 
paign is but one out of many instances of what we say. 

It seems to us perfectly clear that every staff offi- 
cer in the Army should be obliged to learn thoroughly 
the military topography of every square mile of our own 
country, and of Canada and Mexico. Every one of 
them should be able to draw from memory a fair mili- 
tary map of any portion of the North American Con- 
tinent. This feature of the Prussian staff education 
we strenuously insist on, whether or not it shall be 
deemed practicable to adopt the others. 

We have singled out the Prussian system above all 
others for two or three reasons. One is that it is 
perfectly feasible to adopt it at oncein our Army 
without any legislation whatever. To explain: Sup- 
pose that General Grant or the Secretary of War, 
should issue an order to each Department Commander 
to select a certain number of lieutenants or captains 
from their commands, who desire to become staff offi- 
cers. Let those who have served at least three years 
with troops have the preference, and let only those 
be appointed who have shown unusual ability as 
officers. Appoint forty or fifty in this manner and 
send them to-West Point to be subject to appropriate 
discipline, and to attend a course of lectures extend- 
ing through three years, as in Prussia. 

This method of securing competent and trained 


The instruction is given by means of lectures, of | staff officers, it seems to us, is so sensible and appro- 
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priate to the needs of our Army, that its adoption—o, 
the adoption of one substantially like it—should be 
urged by all who desire see the efficiency of our Army 
increased. ‘ 


THE POSITION OF THE SOUTH. 


IN a report to the Presipent, General GorDoy 
GRANGER has added his testimony to the accumn- 
lating but contradictory evidence in regard to the dis. 
position of the South with respect to the Union, 
General GRANGER’S views are presented with un. 
usual'clearness and precision, and, so far as they go, co- 
incide entirely with our own observations, and are in 
harmony with concurrent testimony in regard to the 
spirit of the Southern people. There is no doubt that 
the sober and industrious portion of the South are 
honestly desirous to maintain the Union and support 
the laws. From interest, if not from conviction, they 
can be depended upon to give at least a passive sup- 
port to the established order of things. They have 
had a most bitter experience of the evils of civil dis. 
turbance, and are, as General GRANGER says, ‘‘ labor- 
“* ing earnestly to restore prosperity to the country, 
** and interested mainly in the great question of pro- 
‘* viding food and clothing for themselves and fami- 
“‘lies.” It is equally true that the disturbing element 
in Southern society is that ‘‘ utterly irresponsible 
** class composed mainly of young men who were the 
“** bucks’ of Southern society before the war, and 
** chiefly spent their time lounging around the court- 
‘*rooms and bars, in chicken fighting and gambling,” 

We think, however, that General GRANGER passes 
by this latter class much too lightly when he says 
‘they are not the representatives of the Southern 
*neople,”’ and that ‘‘ they form but an insignificant 
‘* minority inthe community.” Ifinsignificant in num- 
bers, they are sufficiently powerful in social in- 
fluence and audacity to override public sentiment, 
and compel their recognition as an important element 
in Southern society. It may be that even they have 
no-very definite feeling of opposition to the Govern- 
ment itself, but they have so decided and unmistak- 
able a hostility to Yankees in every shape, that the 
South is by no means yet a pleasant place for resi- 
dence for the thoroughbred Northern man. 

It isthe misfortune of the South that it should 
have so large a class of men who are disposed to set 
all law at defiance in gratifying their personal ani- 
mosities, and who are protected in so doing by their 
social position and the want of sufficient spirit and 
determination to resist them on the part of the law- 
abiding portion of the community. So long as our 
Southern cities and towns are unable or unwilling to 
restrain their violence, the entire Southern communi- 
ty must be content to suffer, in its rights as well as 
its reputation, from the stigma they bring uponit. 
Exactly how Northern men, and the negroes whom 
Congress has taken under its special care, are to be 
protected against them, does not so clearly appear. 
Here, indeed, we trench upon the great problem of 
reconstruction, about which the politicians so widely 
differ. The one party contend that the Central 
Government should assume a sort of municipal con- 
trol throughout the entire territory lately in rebellion, 
while their opponents urge with equal force that the 
direction of affairs at the South should be handed 
back to the people of that section. If the one party 
triumph, we have a dangerous centralization to fear; 
if the other, we may be forced to witness such mas- 
sacres of Union men and negroes as have occurred at 
Memphis and New Orleans, and to submit to the 
practical exclusion from the South of all Northern 
men who are not prepared, if necessary, to lay aside 
their manhood in deference to the prejudices of the 
comm unity in which they live. There seems to beno 
escape from this state of things except in the changes 
which time brings with it. 

It is not to be forgotten, in considering the feeling 
of the South, how much just cause of complaint they 
have in the illegal and unauthorized punishments to 
which, as General GRANGER shows, they have been 
subjected at the hands of the horde of rapacious cot- 
ton thieves who have been let loose upon them by the 
operation of the confiscation laws. However excel- 
lent the intent of these enactments, and however the- 
oretically just they may have been, there is no que* 
tion that in their practical operation they have wrought 
nothing but mischief. Many worthless fellows have 
been enriched by them at the expense of the South- 
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ern people, while the amount they have brought into 
the National Treasury is too insignificant to be con- 
sidered. 








From the close of the Crimean war, and the intro- 
duction of iron armor into the construction of war 
ships, to the present time, the British naval officials 
have been engaged in the most extensive and pro- 
longed, and, as was supposed, the most thorough 
course of experiments ever undertaken, the sole ob- 
ject of the whole effort being the improvement of the 
British Navy, and its reéstablishment as the “ar- 
“biter of the seas.’” The people viewed the pro- 
gress of the investigations at first with eagerness, and 
finally with resignation, but in either case exhibiting 
remarkable generosity in expenditure. Seventy mil- 
lions of pounds have been invested in eight years, and 
innumerable experiments on the power of guns and 
the strength of armor have accumulated information 
ofa kind which could be obtained in no other way 
than by actual trial. But the object of the appro- 
priations does not seem to have been attained. 
Though much of the material amassed must be of 
real value, no one has yet been found to handle the 
crude mass and give it a useful shape. To Americans 
who had their inventions in the way of armor plates 
and heavy cannon tried by committees who worked 
in real earnest, and who were by pressing necessities 
compelled to accept the verdicts and modify their 
ships in accordance with them, the experiments over 
the water seem to lack directness and purpose. Cer- 
tainly they lack conclusiveness, for the armor-plated 
ships which have been constructed by England do not 
arouse in her sailors that perfect confidence with 
which our seamen enter the Monitors. Each of the 
British iron-clads has been met with sharp criticism 
as soon as she left the construction yard ; and though 
the ships might, and doubtless would, prove very 
formidable in the hands of such determined and skil- 
ful sailors as England possesses, yet the public and 
professional uneasiness in regard to them is plainly 
manifest. 


But the English are just now exercised over another 
failure in their Admiralty management which is much 
more mortifying than the lack of invulnerable iron- 
clads. Sir JoHN PAKINGTON, who has lately re- 
turned to his old post as First Lord of the Admiralty, 
in reply to a call for the names of vessels at present 
available in the naval reserve, said: ‘‘ My honorable 
“ friend will excuse me if I do not give him the names 
“* of these ships, but I am sorry to say that if I did so 
“the list would be a very short one. I regret to state 
“that I find the reserves by no means in a satisfactory 
“condition, or, indeed, in such a state as I had a 
“right to find them ; so much so that the Admiralty 
‘have great difficulty in finding relief for the ships 

Sip return from foreign service.’’ Though the 
“Tr ” Committees cannot be charged with the 
aueteae his state of affairs, the English 
people b: ¥ of sy ever since the night of August 
4th, on por beene above revelation was made, in 
countin Ww Ich, much they have spent on their 
mary ms UDiparing the sum total with the woeful 
~x0n of the service. The statement that these 
discoveries prove the naval defencelessness of Eng- 
land, as the journals of that country have said 
in their haste, is not to be believed by even the most 
jealous enemy. Butitis certainly a very serious mat- 
ter that a people who entrust immense sums to offi- 
cials for a certain purpose have no means of ensuring 
their faithful administration, and no redress if after 
years of disappointment their trust is proved to have 
been abused. John Bull has opened his tight 
breeches-pockets with wonderful liberality only to hear 
one of his servants publish to the world the fact of 
the mortifying failure of all his expectations. 

War has been declared from another quarter against 
Admiralty management. A Mr. SEELY, member of 
the House of Commons, has been investigating the 
affairs of the Admiralty, and soon made such dis- 
coveries that the books at first freely promised were 
suddenly taken away from him. But the items he 
was able to examine showed such mismanagement, 
such wasteful expenditure and lack of attention to the 
public interest, as in this country, lenient and careless 
a8 we are of the misdeeds of our public servants, 
would compel investigation and remedy. Coupled 
with such faults, there, is at least one instance of more 
reprehensible practices. 

The position of our cousins over the water is the 





more mortifying, in that they stand alone. On every 
side they see maritime rivals in possession of valuable 
fleets, obtained at much smaller cost. The very re- 
sults ascertained by them with so much pains have 
been more successfully applied by other nations. Sir 
JOHN PAKINGTON does not need to rouse up fears of 
French jealousy to obtain warrant for entering upon 
the reorganization of the Navy. The internal affairs 
of the Admiralty call for the most thorough measures, 
and the man who shall renovate them will receive 
well-merited thanks. 








THe Fort Kearney Herald says of the Indian 
troubles in the Powder River region : 

The Indians between Forts Laramie and Reno are wild with rage. 
They avow their determination to suffer extermination before giving 
up the Powder River district. . The whole country is infested with hos- 
tile tribes, and being well supplied with arms and ammunition, the 
life of no one is safe except when accompanied with a force capable 
of self-defence. 

The same authority says that the soldiers of the 
Eighteenth infantry ‘‘ are special objects of ven- 
**geance.’’ The Indians have a system of peculiar 
and well-marked tactics which have not been changed 
since the white man first came in contact with them. 
They will not change their ways for a more formal 
mode, in order to make it tally with the ideas of their 
enemies. They have to be met on their own ground, 
and they should be fought in their own way. In 
many respects theirs is the perfection of irregular war- 
fare. They maintain themselves long in the field 
without recourse to the main camp for supplies, and 
fight in such a way that defeat is usually only a lost 
endeavor, not entailing a broken force. To be scat- 
tered is a part of their tactics, except in the moment 
for striking a blow. 

It is singular that, with all the advantage it would 
give their peculiar warfare, they never attack at night, 
for it is at night that the small trains and solitary 
stage coaches on the Plains are most at their mercy. 
Unhappily they are learning wisdom in this respect 
from the white men who live among them, to gather 
the best of their plunder and captures in the hunt. 
The number of whites among them, inciting them to 
violence and robbery, is believed to be greater than 
commonly suspected. 

There has been a rumor, two or three times reaf- 
firmed, but also denied—we hope with truth—that 
Mrs. H. B. Carrineton has been killed. She was 
on the way to join her husband, General CARBING- 
TON, who is in command of his regiment, the Eigh- 
teenth Regulars. The relatives of Mrs. CARRINGTON, 
residing at Columbus, Ohio, distrust the story, and 
think it arose from the fact that a train with several 
ladies in it was attacked about that time. The ladies 
were wives of officers of the Eighteenth, but were 
none of them injured, although one officer and sev- 
eral privates lost their lives in defending them. Cap- 
tain Fisk’s Montana Expedition, a very large train, 
was attacked on the 22d of July, but was too strong 
for the Indians. The train arrived safe at Fort Union. 








Tue journeys which the sovereigns of England used 
to find or make occasion to perform within their do- 
minions, were termed ‘‘ progresses,’’ and were usually 
attended with much formality, and magnificent 
entertainments and enthusiasms of all kinds. The 
splendid hospitalities at Kenilworth, when Queen 
ELIZABETH visited it on one of these progresses, have 
become historical ; and a very curious and entertain- 
ing book was written on the subject of the ‘‘ Royal 
“ Progresses”’ of King James, her successor. There 
is much of this formal character about the journeys 
of Presidents of the United States; and a book of 
much interest could be written on the Presidential 
Progresses, beginning with WASHINGTON’Ss first trip 
as President, and ending with Mr. JoHNson’s present 
journey to Chicago. The crowds, shouts, decorations, 
salutes, serenades, dinners, speeches and hand- 
shakings of ‘these occasions are extremely proper. 
They express not only curiosity to see how the Presi- 
dent looks, and how the great men look who usually 
accompany him on such a journey, but they also ex- 
press the respect felt by the citizens who compose the 
Nation, for the Nation itself, as represented in its 
Chief-Executive. The President is not merely the 
successful head of a party, not merely the exponent 
of a principle or set of principles, being, meanwhile, 
opposed and assaulted by an opposite party on opposite 
principles. He is the Commander-in-Chief of the 
Army and Navy. He stands for a great and powerful 








people, and utters its voice in the commonwealth of 
nations. He is a visible expression of the sovereignty, 
the will, the concluded judgment: of the United 
States. In such a character, his military and naval 
subordinates show him the respect due their superior 
officer, and his political friends and foes alike are 
bound to show, by their attentions and demeanor to 
him, that they love, respect and value their country 
of which he is the chosen head. 








THE Eastern Division of the Pacific Railroad has 
now extended its rails to Fort Kearney on the Platte, 
one hundred and ninety-five miles from the Missouri 
River. The California end of the same road has 
climbed to within twenty miles of the summit of the 
Sierra Nevada Mountains, one of the two points at 
which it is designed to carry the all-subduing rails into 
the region of perpetual snow. Beside the engineering 
and commercial importance of this enterprise, it has 
a military aspect of no small interest. The two objects 
which now chiefly engage the attention of the soldier 
who views his profession as a field for active useful- 
ness, are the Indian tribes on the Plains and the 
Mormons of Salt Lake City. The Pacific railroad 
will have a direct bearing upou the complete submis- 
sion of these two classes to the authority of the Gov- 
ernment. With this new and convenient means of 
communication with the gold-fields of the Rocky 
Mountains and the Coast Range once established, 
such a tide of population will pour into these sparsely 
settled portions of the Union that the Indians will 
no longer be a terror to travellers, and the Mormons 
be swallowed up in the mass, or be compelled to the 
exodus, for which their leader holds them corstantly 
‘pn hand. Thus peacefully, perhaps, may the people 
beyond the Missouri sée accomplished that darling 
desire of their hearts—to ‘‘ clean out” Salt Lake 
City. 








GENERAL von SrerinweuHR, late of the U. S. Volun- 
teers, is preparing for publication asystem of school geo- 
graphy in which he has applied the principles of the great 
master of modern geography, Karu Ritter, of Berlin, 
who has elevated it from an incoherent mass of namesand . 
facts into a living and fruitful science. General von 
Sreinweue in the first part of his work treats of the earth 
asa whole, its relations to the universe and its natural 
properties and phonemena—such as the structure and super- 
ficial characteristics of the globe; the ocean, with its cur- 
rents ; the atmosphere, with the winds, rains, etc., and lastly 
of the organisms and their geographical distribution. The 
second part contains a description of each continent under 
the twofold aspect of its relations to the natural phenom- 
ena previously discussed, and to the inhabitants, their his- 
torical descent, civilization, development, States and Gov- 
ernments. The maps which illustrate the work are 
drawn with great care, and while they contain all the or- 
dinary details, as States, cities, and towns, represent also the 
plateau and mountain systems in a bold and very striking 
manner. General von SreinweHr has also embodied in 
his bouk some ot the interesting results of linguistic eth- 
nology. ‘This science, though of recent origin, can boast of 
some of the greatest conquests in the fields of modern re- 
search. 





By the terms of General Orders No. 3, Department of

Hon. Edwin M. Stanton, Secretary of War : 

A convention has been called, with the sanction of Gov- 
ernor WELLS, to meet here on Monday. The Lieutenant- 
Governor and city authorities think it unlawful, and pro- 
pese to break it up by arresting the delegates. I have 
given no orders on this subject, but have warned the 
parties that I could not countenance or permit such action 
without iustructions to that effect from the President. 
Please instruct me at once, by telegraph.

The following telegram received at 12:45 P. m., July 31, 
1866, from New-Orleans, La., July 30, 9 Pp. m., 1866: 

To the Secretary of War:—A serious riot occured to 
day. I have been in full consultation with the city 
authorities and have kept my troops well in hand for such 
an emergency. The riot commenced unexpectedly, and 
before the troops could reach the scene of action a num- 
ber of persons were killed and wounded. I have felt com- 
pelled to declare martial law, and have appointed a Military 
Governor of the city. All is quiet now. Several promi- 
nent gentlemen connected with the Convention are killed or 
wounded. A. Batrp, Acting Major-General. 


Heapqvarters DeparTmMENT OF Lovtstana, ; 
New-Or.gans, La., July 30, 1866. 
To the Hon. Edwin M. Stanton, Secretary of War, Washington, D C.: 

Srr: I have the honor to inform you that a very serious 
riot has occurred here to-day. I hud not been applied to 
by the Convention for protection. But the Lieutenant- 
Governor and the Mayor had freely consulted with me, 
and [ was so fully convinced that it was strongly the intent 
of the city authorities to preserve the peace, in order to 
prevent military interference, that I did not regard an out- 
break as a thing to be apprehended. The Lieutenant 
Governor had assured me that even if a writ of arrest was 
issued by the Court the Sheriff would not attempt to serve 
it without my permission, and for to-day they designed to 
suspend it. I ordered a steamer to be at Jackson Barracks, 
three miles below the city, at an early hour in the morn- 
ing, and a tug to be ready to bear orders to the command- 
ing officer of the First infantry, stationed at that point. At 
11:30 o'clock a. m., Lieutenant-Governor VoorHEEs came 
to see me, and, after conversation, he feeling confident at 
the time of the ability of the police to preserve order, I 
proposed to bring to the city four companies an hour in 
advance of the supposed meeting of the Convention at 6 
o'clock Pp. m., to keep near by in case they should be re- 
quired tod keep clear the streets in the vicinity of the hall 
in which the Convention was to meet. He agreed with me 
that it would be very desirable, but left, not apprehending 
difficulty. At12 o'clock m., I drove tosee Judge Howett, 
President of the Convention, to request that arrangements 
might be made to keep any crowd that might assemble, to 
protect the Convention, out of the streets, so as to avoid an 
accidental collision. "When I reached his house, I learned 
that the Convention was to meet at 12 o’clock m., and that 
he had gone to it. Returning to my headquarters, I soon 
received a letter from the Lieutenant-Governor informing 
me that large parties of negroes were collecting from all 
quarters and coming into the centre of the city, yet he was 
not sure of his information. However, I at once sent for 
the troops. Very soon afterward I learned that a riot had 
taken place near the Convention hall, and I sent a staff 
officer to investigate the facts. On his return he reported 
having met Judge Howse tt, who said the Convention had 
adjourned for want of a quorum, but would meet again at 
1:30 p. m. This reassured me, but I again sent to hasten 
the arrival of the troops. 

Immediately after this the riot assumed a serious charac- 
ter, the police, aided by citizens, became the assailants, and 
from the evidence, I am forced to believed exercised great 
brutality in making their arrests. Finally they attacked 
the Convention hall, and a protracted struggle ensued. 
‘The people inside the hall gave up some who surrendered, 
and were attacked afterward and brutally treated. Quite 
a large number were injured ; I cannot now say how many. 
Governor Haun, Doctor Dostiz, Mr. Fisu, and perhaps 
others, members of the Convention, among the number. 
On the arrival of the troops I soon cleared the streets, and 
quiet was restored. From the evidence of bad feeling on 
the part of the citizens and of sympathy with them on the 
part of the police, I felt compelled to declare martial law 
in the city and appoint a military Governor, from which I 
hope good results will ensue. I enclose herewith copies of 
my correspondence with the Mayor and of a dispatch which 
the Lieutenant-Governor claims to have received from the 
President. T regret t}.at noreply to my dispatch to you of 
Saturday has yet reached me. General Sueripan is still 
absent in Texas. I remain, Sir, very respectfully, your

The following telegram received 4:30 p. u., July 31, 
1866, from New Orleans, La., July 31, 1866: 
Hon. Edwin M. Stanton, Secretary of War: 
All is now quiet in the city, but 7 still have the troops 
under arms and shall keep them so for some days. Nearly 
all unite in attributing the chief blame to the police for the 
troubles yesterday. ‘Thirty-seven persons are reported as 


killed, all belonging to the Convention or friendly to it.

The following telegram was received at 6:15 Pp. u., Aug. 
1, 1866, from New Orleans, La., Aug 1, 1866: 

U. S. Grant, : 

You are doubtless aware of the serious riot which occur- 
red in this city on the 30th. A political body, styling it- 
self the Convention of 1864, met on the 30th, for, as it is 
alleged, the purpose of remodelling the present Constitution 
of the State. The leaders were political agitators and re- 
volutionary men, and the action of the Convention was 
liable to produce treaches of the public peace. I had made 
up my mind to arrest the head men if the proceedings of the 
Convention were calculated to disturb the tranquillity of 
the Department; but I had no cause for action until they 
had committed the overt act. In the meantime official 
duty called me to Texas, and the Mayor of the city during 
my absence suppressed the Convention by the use of their 
police force, and in so doing attacked the members of the 
Convention, and @ party of two nundred negroes, with 
fire-arms, clubs and knives, in manner so unnecessary 
and atrocious a: :o compel me to say that it was murder. 
About forty whites and blacks were thus killed, and about 
one hundred and sixty wounded. Everything is now quiet, 
but I deem it best to maintain a military supremacy in the 





city for a few days, until the affair is fully investigated. I 
believe the sentiment of the general community is great re- 
gret at this unnecessary cruelty, and that the police could 
have made any arrests they saw fit without sacrificing lives.

The police are still afraid 
to go up there singly, and some radical citizens are afraid 
to sleep in their houses. The proclamation of martial law 
was necessary, because the police are regarded by a large 
portion of the community as the rioters, and were feared. 
I am confident it saved many lives and great excesses. Its 
administration extends only to holding the city authorities 
and the police under the supervision of the Military Gov- 
ernor. It should be kept up until military investigation can 
determine whether any of the city officers are guilty. I 
would then advise its withdrawal. The Governor felt com- 
pelled to ask for a military guard for his protection.

The more information I obtain of the affair of the riot 
in this city, the more revolting it becomes. It was no riot. 
It was an absolute massacre by the police, which was 
not excelled in murderous cruelty by that of Fort Pil- 
low. It was a murder which the Mayor and Police of the 
city perpetrated without the shadow of a necessity. Fur- 
thermore, I believe it was premeditated, and every indica- 
tion pointsto this. I recommend the removing of this bad 
man. I believe it would be hailed with the sincerest grati- 
fication by two-thirds of the population of the city. There 
has been a feeling of insecurity on the part of the people 
here on account of this man, which is now so much in- 
creased that the safety of life and property does not rest 
with the civil authorities, but the military.

I 
have permitted the retention of the Military Governor ap- 
pointed during my absence, as it gives confidence and en- 
ables the military to know what is occurring in the city. 
He does not interfere with civil matters. Unless 
judgment is exercised there will be an exodus of Northern 
capital and Union men, which will be injurious to the 
city and to the whole country. I will remove the Military 
Governor ina day or two. I again strongly advise that 
some disposition be made to change the present Mayor, as 
I believe it would do more to restore confidence than any- 
thing that could bedone. If the present Governor could 
be changed also, it would not be amiss.

MAJOR-GENERAL SHERIDAN TO PRESIDENT JOHNSON. 

The following cipher telegram received 4:30 P. m., 
August 6, 1866, from New Orleans, La., 12 u., August 6, 
1866 : 

His sixcellency Andrew Johnson, President of the United States: 

I have the honor to make the following reply to your 
dispatch of August 4. A very large number of the colored 
people marched in proccession on Friday night, July 27th, 
and were addrce.sd from the steps of the City Hall by 
Dr. Dostre, Ex-Governor Haun and others. The speech 
of Dostte was intemperate in language and sentiment. 
The speeches of the others, so far as I can learn, were 
characterized by moderation. I have not given you the 
words of Dostir’s speech, as the version published was 
¢enied, but from what I have learned of the man, I be. 
lieved they wereintemperate. The Convention assembled 
at 12m. onthe 30th, the timid members absenting them- 
selves because the tone of the general public was ominous 
of trouble. I think there were but about seventy-six 
members present. In front of the Mechanics’ Institute, 
where the meeting was held, there were assembled some 
colored men, women and children, perhaps eighteen or 
twenty, and in the Institute a number of colored men, 
probably 150. Among those outisde and inside there 
might have been a pistol in the possession of every tenth 
man. About 1p. m.a procession of say from sixty to 
one hundred and thirty colored men marched up Bur- 
gundy street and crossed Canal street toward the Conven- 
tion, carrying an American flag. These men had about 
one pistol to every ten men, and canesand clubs in addi- 
tion. While crossing Canal street a row occurred. There 
were many spectators on the streets, and their manner 
and tone toward the procession unfriendly. A shot was 
fired, by whom I am not able to state, but believe it 
to have been by a policeman, or some colored man in the 
procession. his led to other shots, and a rush after the 
procession. On arrival at the front of the Institute there 
was some throwing of brickbats by both sides. The police, 
who had been held well in hand, were vigorously marched 
to the scene of disorder. The procession entered the Insti- 
tute with a flag, about six or eight remaining outside. A 
row occurred between a policeman and one of these colored 
men, and a shot was again fired by one of the parties, 
which led to an indiscriminate fire on the building through 
the windows by the policemen. This had been going on 
for a short time, when a white flag was displayed from the 
window of the Institute, whereupon the firing ceased and 
the police rushed into the building. From the testimony of 
wounded men and others who were inside the building the 
policemen opened an indiscriminate fire upon the audience 
until they had emptied their revolvers, when they retired, 
and those inside barricaded the doors. The door was 
broken in and the firing again commenced, when many of 
the colored and white people either. escaped through the 
door or were passed out by the policemen inside, but as 
they came out the policemen who formed the circle nearest 
the building fired upon them, and they were again fired 
upon by the citizens that formed the outer circle. 

Many of those wounded and taken prisoners, and others 
who were prisoners and not wounded, were fired upon by 
their captors and by citizens. The wounded were stabbed 
while lying on the ground, and their heads beaten with 
brickbats. Inthe yard of the building, whither some of 
the colored men had escaped and partially secreted them- 
selves, they were fired upon and killed or wounded by 
policemen. Some men were killed and wounded several 
squares from the scene. Members of the Convention were 
wounded by the policemen while in their hands as prfpun It 
some of them mortally. soners,

in the organization of his police force, Mayor, whe, 
desperate men, and some of them knowmted many 
People of clear views were overawed by want of coferets- 
in the Mayor and fear of the “Thugs,” many of whom? 
had selected forhis police force. I have frequently been 
applied to by prominent citizens on this subject, and have 
heared them express fear and want of confidence in Mayor 
Monroe ever since the intimation of this last Convention. 
I must condemn the course of several of the city papers for 
supporting, by their articles, the bitter feeling of bad men. 
As tothe nlerciless manner in which the Convention was 
broken up I feel obliged to confess strong repugnance. It 
is useless to attempt to disguise the hostility that exists om 
the part of agreat many here toward Northern men ; and 
this unfortunate affair has so precipitated matters that there 
is now a test of what shall be the status of Northern men; 
whether they can live here without being in constant dread 
or not; whether they cana be protected in life and property 
and have justice in the courts. If this matter is permitted 
to pass over without a thorough and determined prosecution 
of those engaged in it, we may look out for frequent scenes 
of the same kind, not only here but in other places. No 
steps have as yet been taken by the civil authorities to 
arrest citizens who were engaged in this massacre, or 
policemen who perpetrated such cruelties. The members 
of the Convention have been indicted by the Grand Jury, 
and many of them arrested and held to bail. As to whether 
the civil authorities can mete out ample justice to the guilty 
parties on both sides, I must say it is my opinion unequi- 
vocally that they cannot. Judge Axset, whose course I 
have closely watched for nearly a year, I now consider one 
of the most dangerous men that we have here to the peace 
and quietness of the city. ‘The leading men ofthe Con- 
vention, Kine, Cutter, Hann and others, have been poli- 
tical agitators, and are bad men. I regret to say that the 
course of Governor WELLS has been vacillating, and that 
during the late trouble he has shown very little of the man.

MILITIA ITEMS. 


Mitit1a News.—During the present season many of our readers 
have an opportunity of witnessing the parades and reviews of the 
National Guard in the various cities of this and other States, and we 
should be very glad to receive from them an account of the manner 
in which those ceremonies were performed and how they impressed 
them. It is our purpose to forward the interest of our citizen- 
soldiers as well as the Regular Army. In this we can be assisted by 
information of their condition and needs. Several officers have 
spoken to us on this subject ; and we take this opportunity of inform- 
ing all concerned, that communications containing matters of interest 
tothe Army, Navy or Militia, will always be gladly received and 
published, unless they are written in the interest of some party or 
clique. 





PunctvuaLity 1N Parape.—The parades of the First division have 
too often given the opponents of the National Guard system occasion 
to sneer at its officers and members on account of the delays which 
inevitably occur, even though the strictest punctuality has been 
promised. Itis always fatiguing for men to stand under arms any 
considerable time, and it is especially so when they are convinced 
that there is no necessity for thus fatiguing them. This want of 
punctuality is certainly neither necessary nor desirable, and we are 
happy to see that many officers are trying to remedy it. If proper 
assistance is given by all interested, a reform in this particular can 
readily be effected. Weshall hereafter take great pains to note on 
the occasion of each parade whether it took place at the time desig- 
nated, and in case of a delay we will endeaver to point out who is to 
blame. Officers of the National Guard can do themselves and the 
public generally a favor by keeping us informed of any delays in 
formation of the line, or the time of starting, which may come under 
their notice. The spirit of old-fogyism has long ruled in the National 
Guard, but will, we hope, ere long be entirely eradicated. Military 
time has become a byword in New York, and the First division owe 
it to themselves that they should spare no effort to remove this re- 
proach which they have been so long compelled to endure through 
the negligence of afew officers. There is certainly a lack of ability 
somewhere, and we are well assured that most intelligent members of 
the National Guard know where the trouble lies. The general offi- 
cers of the First division can do much to help us in this work of re- 
form. Brigadier-Generals Aspinwall and Burger are both energetic 
officers, and are desirous of observing the strictest punctuality in 
the movements of their commands; nor do we think that Generals 
Hall and Spicer are inclined to be backward in the good work. At 
the last fieid-day of the Eleventh brigade Brigadier-General Jesse C- 
Smith commenced and ended the drill exactly at the hour previously 
designated. We could also mention several regiments which are 
noted for their punctuality, such as the Seventh, Eighth and Ninth ; 
but we do not wish to enter into this subject too minutely. if an 
energetic and determined effort is only made, the National Guard 
may again return to that good old time when the sun was wont to 
set ‘*at the last tap of the drum.”

Inrantry Tactics.—In answer to numerous inquiries suggested 
by the recent drill of the Twelfth regiment before a Board of Army 
officers, we have to say that it will be some considerable time before 
we shall be able to give any definite information regarding the 
change which is to be made in the present system of tactics. The 
system proposed by Brevet Major-General Emory Upton, U. 8. Army, 
Captain of the Fifth U. 8. artillery, is very highly spoken of by 
those who have seen the Corps of Cadets exercised in it.

Meanwhile, we hope that officers will do their 
utmost to perfect their commands in the system at present prescribed, 
so that next Spring may find the National Guard better drilled and 
disciplined than ever before.

RECEPTION OF THE PRESIDENT. 


Tue reception of the President in New York, on Wednesday last, 
was the occasion of a fine display of the city Militia; in which they 
well sustained the reputation gained by conscientious and long-con- 
tinued attention to the duties of a soldier az well as the more thorough 
experience under the rigid discipline of the field. The first order, 
issued on the 23d inst., called for only two regiments from each of 
the four brigades, with the first brigade of cavalry; but this was 
countermanded the next day, and the entire strength of the division 
ordered out. The line was at first arranged to form in Broadway, 
right on Murray street, and though this was afterward changed, it 
was returned to at the last moment, the cavalry being sent to the 
Battery to escort the guests to the City Hall. 

Another blunder, and one that was attended with serious conse- 
quences, was the formation of theline at eleven o’clock, by which the 
men were kept in line three hours before the appearance of the Presi- 
dent, and five hours and a half before the review at Delmonico’s. 
Standing in line without dinner is not only tedious but hungersome 
work, and many of the men, not being able to get their dinners, en- 
deavored to substitute liquids for the absent solids. The natural 
sequence was, that in some of the best regiments of the division men 
were to be seen too intoxicated to carry themselves properly. 

The Presidential party were received at the wharf by Major-Gen- 
eral Sandford and full staff, with his body guard of 100 men, a sqad- 
ron of the Third hussars, and the First and Third regiments of cav- 
alry. The procession was formed with the hussars at the head of the 
column and the First cavalry behind them, both in platoons. The 
Third cavalry were in line on each side of the carriages, as an imme- 
diate body guard. The same body, with a troop of dragoons, closed 
the escort. The escort was in command of Brigadier-General Brooke 
Postley. 

This was the order of the visitors and their guard throughout the 
procession. The march was up Broadway and Park Row to the east 
side of the City Hall, where the hosvitalities of the city were official- 
ally tendered the President, and the party crossing the Park began 
to move up Broadway. They found

with Brigadier-General Charles Spicer and staff waiting for them at 
Murray street, and received their first salute from the Second regi- 
ment, commanded by Colonel Thomas M. Reid. The Second looked 
well and turned out 350 men with a band and drum corps. 

The Seventy-first, Lieutenant-Colonel William J. Coles, turned 
out 400 men, looking as fine as we ever saw them, and marched wit 
steadiness. 

The Seventy-seventh, Colonel Nash, had only 300 men in the ranks, 
but otherwise appeared well.

400 men in good order, who did themselves credit. 

The Ninety-sixth regiment, Colonel J. D. Krehbiel, with 400 men, 
made a good appearance.

Their excellent drum corps, however, 
did much to make up for the deficiency. 

The Fifty-fifth regiment, Colonel Le Gal, attracted much atten- 
tion, and marched well.

The Fourth regiment (Duryea Zouaves) turned out quite strong, 
and showed very well in point of marching. Lieutenant-Colonel G. 
H. Thorp had command. 

The Eleventh regiment maintained themselves so well as to be often 
taken for regulars by the onlookers. Their ranks were full, and we 
were glad to see Colonel Maidhoff again in command. 

The T'wenty-second t, as usual, made an excellent display, 
marching well, as they usually do. They were in command of Col- 
onel Cox. The Twenty-second numbered 400 men. 

The Sixty-ninth regiment has the double advantage of good material 
and lengthy field experience. Thoy were in charge of Lieutenant- 
Colonel Kavanagh, and had 300 men in line. 

The Seventy-ninth, though rather weak in numbers, looked better 
than we remember to have seen them before. The new uniforms o 
blue with red facings added much to their appearance. The regi- 
ment was preceded by five Scotch pipers in full costume who played 
before the President as the regiment filed past in review, and by 
their musical efforts, succeeded in exciting his admiration, if we may 
use that word in its old sense of ‘‘ wonderment.” 

The Ninety-fifth regiment, commanded by Lieutenant-Colonel 
Frank McElroy, turned out rather slim and exhibited the fault of 
unsteady ranks. 

The procession followed Broadway to Thirteenth Street, through 
which it marched to Fifth Avenue and up that street, passing under 
the eye of the President at Delmonico’s. The parade was witnessed 
by a dense throng who filled Broadway from the Park to Thirteenth 
Street, and frequently expressed their satisfaction at the appearance 
of the City’s soldiers, or hailed some favorite regiment.
